MAYOR ASH RUT OSI BUST AIN F.l> —

HOl'BF. ADDITION 1NCRKABKD TO $35,000. 

It was a brief but busy session of the 
board of aldermen that was held lust Mon- 
day evetiiim. After the meeting had ad- 
journed the members held conference and 
decided to make a pool and have their pic- 
tures taken. 

The first business was the receipt of two 
vetoes from Mayor Wilson, which weie as 
follows: 

“1 herewith return orders 24663 and 24666 
without my approval, and with my objec- 
tions thereto m wilting, w hid; are as fol- 
lows : . , 

“The order 24662, called the exoess and de- 
flcieney order, has been approved by me 
and disposes of all unexpended balances 
either by applying them lor deficiencies or 
returning them to the treasury. 

“Order 24663 provides tor an expenditure 
of money to be taken from the proceeds 
and the issue and sale of bonds or regis- 
tered certificates of indebtedness >f the 
city, for the erection of an addition of two 
rooms and hall to the present Williams 
school house, and the purchase of necessary 
land therefor. 

“Order 24666 provides for an expenditure 
of money from unexpended balances at the 
date thereof in the city treasury, (also 
passed the same evening' for the same 
identical purpose as the order 24663, thus 
virtually authorizing the expenditures of 
$42,000. 

“This order 24666 must in any event since 
the approval of the excess and deficiency 
order, be considered as a new appropria- 
tion for liXH» from the treasury, and these 
orders are so evidently inconsistent and 
further do not in my opinion meet the re- 
quirements for school accommodations in 
that section of the city, that l cannot ap 
prove them. 

“I herewith return order 24678, transfer- 
ring tlie unexpended balances of the appro- 
priations in the highway division of the 
street department, for drains and culverts, 
general repairs, gravel lands, etc., to the 
appropriation for 1900, with my objections 
thereto in writing as follows: 

“Thelappropriatlon for two, known as the 
budget, has provided for ail reasonable ex- 
penditures in the street department. The 
order 246.12 called the excess and deficiency 
order, has been approved by me and dis- 
poses of nil unexpended balances either by 
applying them for deficiencies or returning 
them to the treasury. 

“This order 24678 can only be an additional 
appropriation of money for the year l'.X)u, 
and in my opinion is unwise and unn neces- 
sary." 

In consequence of the vetoes on the Wil- 
liams school question there was some dis- 
cussion. President Knowlton explained 
that the matter could be settled by refusing 
to sustain the veto of the mayor as regards 
the $21, (XX) to be taken from unexpended 
balances and sustaining the veto as regards 
the issuance of bunds for the same amount. 

This action was taken and was followed

by the adoption of an order appropriating 
$14,ikh> for two more rooms at the Williams 
school. This order was passed upon the 
indorsement of Alderman Ivy and with 
barely any discussion. 

The toiul appropriation for the Williams 
school is now $35,000 and there will be four 
rooms and a hall instead of two rooms ami 
a hall as the $21,000 order contemplated. 

The second veto of the mayor was sus- 
tained.

WHAT MR EDWARD F. RARNES THINKS 

OF T 1 1 F. WILD AND WOOLLY WEST, 

MINING CLAIMS AND OTHER MATTERS 

OF INTEREST. 

Mr. Edward K. Barnes, one of Newton's |

1 have been busy every waking minute in 
getting the company’s affairs in shape; lots 
of little details to arrange, which are now 
accomplished, ready for the important 
meeting of tomorrow, Saturday, when I i 
am to part with our good coin for tin* real 
estate, so that we will then own nil our 
property free and clear and every bill 
against the company squared to Dec. 3lst, 
1899. 

Wednesday 1 accompanied Mr. Andrews 
to Bingham and inspected the mine outside 
and inside and around it. We have got a 
splendid property and one of great earning 
capacity. They rigged mo up in big rubber 
boots and overalls, a leather jacket all 
spotted with mud and candle grease, and an 
old slouch hat that was so old that it had 
forgotten the time when it was new. Old 
gloves on my hands, and thus equipped, 1 
was a sight. Any laborer working on the 
streets at Newton is a “beaut” compared 
to the way 1 looked when they got me 
rigged up. 

Then with lighted candle in eacli hand 
we started in to tunnel No. 1 and groped 
our way for about 600 feet to its further 
end. 400 feet of this tunnel is on a vein of 
ore; starting at 2 feet in width and widen- 
ing out to 12 teet, with n merous cross cut 
veins. We have ore euough in this one 
tunnel without extending it any further, 
(and it is to go eventually 3000 feet) to keep 
the mill running for some years. The ven- 
tilating shaft which connects this tunnel 
with the one directly over it, 165 feet high- 
er, shows a continuous body of ore between 
tne two tunnels; by the aid of a life rope 
which reaches from the top to the bottom, 

I climbed up nearly to the top, bumping 
and scraping and crawling along, and when 
I got up as high a< I could go, and looked 
down, it seemed like the bottomless pit, 
and if 1 had let go tiie rope my friends 
would have had to buy Mowers in the 
course of a few days; but recollecting how 
scarce money was with them 1 held oil, and 
retracing my way finally lauded where I 
started from on my upward journey. This 
was called a side trip and had nothing to 
do with the tunnel itself.

e have a mine. A year ago, and even 
some months ago, we had only a prospect 
of finding something. Today we know we 
huve louud it aud the mill is the only tiling 
we lack to turn it into money. Alter com- 
ing out ol No. 4 tunnel, they wanted to go 
up on tiie outside of the mountains to show 
me me outcroppings, aud in doing this, 1 
nearly ended my earthly career. It was 
very steep and slippery, and could only be 
climbed by grabbing hold of the bushes 
und digging toes and heels into the snow 
on tiie sides of the narrow path. They 
went ahead, and 1 struggled up until I could 
hear my heart g-> ihuiupily, thump, like u 
trip hummer. 1 hud to lie down in the 
suow until 1 got calmed down ; finally 1 got 
up the last 20 feet to the top, und was 
showu what they wished me to see, aud

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Monday’s Snow Storm. 

Evidently tho long Rpell of mild weather

J. Maynard, the president, spoke of the 
habits of our common swallows. All of 
the papers were illustrated by specimens, 
and were listened to with good attention.

COMMENT AND CRITICISM. 

The Maynard Chapter of the Newton 
Natural History Society is contemplating 
establishing a museum of specimens for 
tlie use of the teachers and pupils of New- 
ton and for members of the chapter. The 
nucleus of this collection will bo some 
three thousand specimens owned by the 
original society and which have been ae 
cumulating for some twenty years. 

This collection is to be placed in a room 
adjoining the laboratory, on Crafts street, 
West Newton, where the chapter holds its 
meetings. Specimens are to be loaned to 
applicants who nre entitled to their use in a 
similar manner that books are loaned from 
a library. Teachers and others who desire 
specimens to illustrate particular subjects 
will be guided in their choice by Mr. May- 
nard or by some skilled assistant. 

Money, which is necessary for the fur- 
nishing of a room suitable for the purpose 
of a museum, is to be raised by a series of 
lectures that are to be given in Newton by 
members of the chapter. 

This plan, which. must be of great benefit 
to teachers and others, is the reallza' ion of 
an idea which. Mr. Maynard, its projeuitor. 
has had in mind for a number of years, and 
bids fair, judging from the enthusiasm 
with which it lias been received, to meet 
with success. 

It is remarkable that the closing month 
of the century brought to us, here in East- 
ern Massachusetts, u large number of 
white-winged cross birds, a species of bird 
which has not visited this section for a 
number of years. 

Pine siskins are also present, but up to 
date, Dec. 20 th, not in any great numbers. 

The red-bellied nuthatch was reported by 
Miss L. a. Young at a recent meeting of 
the Maynard Chapter, as being common 
this season in Newton and vicinity. They 
are also common at Chestnut Hill.

THb LEGISLATURE. 


[Special Legislative Correspondence ] 

Beacon Hill, Jan. 3, 1000 . 

This w eek is rather a preface to tho busy 
weeks which are to follow. During tho 
opening days of the New- Year, tho notes 
of preparation were heard everywhere 
above t lie State House. In nearly every 
corridor one stumbled upon a scrub wo- 
man, putting finishing touches upon tho 
newly cleaned paint. In the new memori- 
al hull the last blocks of tiling were being 
laid, and preparations were in progress to 
have it thrown open upon tho first day of 
the session. The messengers and pages re- 
ported for duty on Monday, and had plenty 
to do in sweeping, dusting, distributing 
documents, and other duties of n prelimi- 
nary nature. On Monday night a scene 
was witnessed in tho hotels, which might 
have been peculiar to tho new century, had 
the almanac makers finally determined that 
tills was the 2 <>th century. Candidate Ben- 
net secured 40 rooms in the new Bellevue, 
for tlie accommodation of members from 
Berkshire, the Cape, and tlie islands of tlie 
coast, for whom ho had hurriedly tele- 
graphed when he found a storm was In 
progress. At Young’s, Candidate San rul- 
ers held a conference with fifteen of his 
supporters, and he too, had secured accom- 
modations for lodging them. At Barker’s 
Candidate Myers had opened headquarters 
in parlors 7 und ( J, and lie doubtless would 
have put up any stranded traveler, who 
was possessed of a vote in tlie speakership 
caucus. Such conditions may have been 
duplicated in former years, but not within 
the knowledge of the writer. 

The agony is now over, and the speaker- 
ship question practically settled for a year. 
There were a great many things said and 
done during tlie contest which did nobody 
any good, and which probably will re-act 
in trouble during tlie entire session. Mr. 
Myers was by no means a candidate against 
whom nothing could be said in tlie way of 
criticism. He lias shown a constitutional 
Inability to be decisive during bis legisla- 
tive career, especially upon the larger ques- 
tions of debate. When lie lias finally de- 
cided, it has often occurred that the deci- 
sion was not one which commended itself 
to many of Ills critics. But Mr. Myers is 
undoubtedly honest ; he means well, and 
notwithstanding criticisms, for live or six 
years lie ran the hearings of the House Ju- 
diciary committee with no imrtioulur fric- 
tion, even when giving hearings on seven or 
eight matters a day. Then lie has had tlie 
advantage of being on the committee of 
rules for a great many years. He is ac- 
quainted with all tlie traditions of the 
House, and tlie real objections to him had 
more to do with a doubt as to his control of 
tlie lower branch during a stormy session 
than anything else. Of course, there was 
some force in tlie criticism of his lack of 
fidelity to his party, but that would not 
prevent his being a good speaker. 

As to Mr. Bennett, the writer has never 
hesitated to point out instances of li is 
career which made him an objectionable 
candidate. lie has been industrious enough, 
active enough, and lias shown real ability, 
but there is no doubt whatever that since 
coming to the House from Saugus two 
vears ago. practically everything lie has 
done lias been with an eye to the speaker- 
ship, and thus lie has antagonized many in- 
terests with rights, for the sake of pleasing 
either his constituents in Essex county, or 
some supporter who helped him, thus losing 
a friend in one direction, while lie kept one 
in another. Nevertheless, he has made a 
marvellous campaign, and those who know 
him best, or knew his political career best, 
have wondered most at the strength lie 
developed. Through all the contest, Mr. 
Saunders of Boston has been tlie real mov- 
ing spirit. He may never have controlled 
the action of tlie Myers managers, but lie 
has compelled them to do many tilings tliev 
might not have done, had he been out of 
tlie field, while there is no doubt at all that 
the Bennett and Reed forces were under 
obligations to him continually for sugges- 
tions. All in all, it was a curious contest. 

The Newton members have been interest- 
ed. but had no reuson for any disquietude 
of mind over the result. Tlie water com- 
mittee could not spare Mr. Langford, who 
will naturally become its chairman. Cities 
was sure «)f retaining Mr. Chadwick, unless 
lie requested to go elsewhere. As second 
year man, each of these, unless receiving a 
chairmanship, will naturally expect two 
committee places. Of course it is impossi- 
ble to tell what tlie second appointments 
will beat this time. Newton’s senatorial 
representative, Mr. Ray. will keep a rattier 
unique place in tlie upper branch, from the 
fact that though a Democrat, he is extreme- 
ly popular with Republicans. This to be 
sure, is true of Senator Kenelick of Palmer 
also, though it is Senator Kenelick ’s emi- 
nent ability, as well as non-partisanship, 
which makes him so popular. Senator Ray 
is able, of course, but not a pre-eminently 
able lawyer, and therefore it was more 
good fellowship and ability to coax men to 
agree to his views which gives him his 
present enviable position. His district, 
though so largely Republican, will have no 
reason to be ashamed of his course as a 
senator, I am sure. 

One of the important questions to come 
up this year, is whether Newton shall here- 
after lie located on the line of tlie New 
York Central road. It will not tie put ex- 
actly in that form, however It may trans- 
pire that this question will be easily settled 
but tlie opposition of tlie Fitchburg road, 
for what perhaps we might call selfish rea- 
sons, or which might rightfully be called 
reasons of self preservation, may make it a 
hot light— tlie biggest one of tlie year. Ex- 
Senator Harwood, I presume, is glad that 
he iias not got to spend weeks over the New 
Bedford and Fairhaven bridge matter, a re- 
port upon which will come from tlie joint 
railroad und harbor and land commission- 
ers in a few days. There is likely to bo a 
warm light over this, also. Then the inter- 
minable taxation matter comes up again, 
tlie Anti-Double Taxation League having 
prepared a hill which proposes to exempt 
foreign stocks from taxation, which un- 
doubtedly will be warmly supported.

| sued were for buildings ousting more than 
$10,000 each. Not alt of the buildings 
erected under these permits are finished, a 
few being in the process of completion, in- 
cluding the Bigelow school building in 
Ward 7; the almshouse in Ward 6, Whit- 
man's block in Ward 7. a business block, 
t lie foumla'ion of which has not boon tin - 
istied, besides several smaller buildings. 
There were 12.5 single frame houses built; 
twenty-three two family houses; twelvo 
i three-family houses; one brick residence 
each in Wards 1 and 0; brick business 
' blocks in Wards 4, Hand 7; brick store and 
i apartment in Wards 8, 4 and 5; brick facto- 
i ry in Ward 5; brick storage house in Ward 
■2; luick school building in Ward 7; frame 
hall in Ward 1.

RAILWAY FRANCE ISES. 

The aldermen have still before them that 
petition of the Boston & Worcester Street 
Railway Company for a franchise, and 
there is a good deal of interest in its fate. 
The trouble is that Brookline has not yet 
acted and the general impression seems to 
be that Newton should wait and see what 
that town is going to do in the matter. If 
it refuses to grant a franchise to this com- 
pany there may be no need for Newton to 
.take action. 

As for the Newton part of the matter it 
is realized that Boylston street in its pres- 
ent condition is unfit for street railway- 
tracks, and as the road would really be of 
.slight benefit to the city, there seems to be 
no reason why Newton should go to any 
'expense in the matter. It is said that the 
oommittee realizes this and lias given the 
company to understand that if it wishes to 
-widen Boylston street to the width of 90 
ifeet, with a reserved space for double 
tracks, there would be no trouble about its 
getting the franchise. As it is a through 
route, the cars would have to run at high 
speed through Newton in order to make 
the trip in the time desired, and this would 
be unsafe unless the tracks were in a re- 
served space. Then there is the matter of 
rthe bridge over the Charles river, the pres- 
ent one being an old and narrow affair, and 
anew one would be required to make it 
safe for heavy cars. The land required for 
the widening might uot cost so very much, 
but the building of a wide road through the 
swamps that line Boylston street, and the 
blasting of the ledges that compose the hills 
on the route, would cost the city such a 
sum as could uot be compensated for by 
any probable rise in real estate in that sec- 
tion. If the railway company desired the 
franchise badly enough to do this work, 
however, that would put a different face on 
the mutter. The company is formed pri 
uiarily of course, to make money, and not 
from any patriotic motives, and to them it 
is a mere question of getting their fran- 
chises as cheaply as possible. 

Our Newton roads already cover most of 
the district, and would extend their lines if 
they saw any profit in it, so that Newton 
has no interest in the new company to any 
appreeiable extent, and our aldermen can 
look at the matter solely from a business 
standpoint. They do nut wish to run the 
•city into debt by taking action that will 
necessitate costly street widenings, and 
they uLu do uot vv ist. to reader such an im- 
portant thoroughfare unsafe lor ordinary 
traffic. 

All things considered, the wisest plan 
would seem to be to postpone action and 
refer the matter to the next city govern- 
ment, so that w e can see first what Brook- 
line is going to do in the matter. Perhaps 
it may impose conditions thut would give 
us a hint how to uct. and if the West End 
succeeds in keeping the new company out 
of Brookline, perhaps we may conclude 
that we do not care for it in New ton.

Romans 12:2. “as Universallsts we are 
ready to receive truth from every source 
that it may come. We are believers in a 
universal God.” With these words Rev. 
Mr. Dunham began his sermon at the Uni- 
versalist church last .Sunday morning, to a 
large audience who were intensely inter- 
ested agid instructed in the beautiful mess 
ages that followed.

Buddhism is pessimistic; it believes that 
nothing was good in man, everything of 
this life must be first destroyed in order to 
correct the radical evil in man’s personal 
life. It could not be done in a single life 
but. must start ages before, and go on for 
ages in the future. This was the doctrine 
of heredity that the life of today trans- 
mitted the soul to one who came after, and 
in those ages, must carnal nature continue 
its buttle for good until it hud fitted itself 
for the union of the soul with the life 
eternal. The followers of Zovoaster were 
taught a conception of God that favored 
everything good, and nothing to do with 
wlmt was bad or wlokod in the world. 
That to account for evil, there was another 
God of the night that kept up a continuous 
battle with' the God of goodness. It is a 
mutter of history that the first conception 
the Jews had of hell came from Persia 
shortly before the birth of t’lirist. We are 
substantially today with the ancient Jews 
in their protest against a God of night. We 
are believers in only one God, a God of 
goodness and light.* You cannot have in 
the same being love and hatred,* sin und 
righteousness. (’ontinuousness of evil 
must displace the forces of good, if allowed 
to go on. We must believe that in God’s 
plans that good must in the end absolutely 
destroy evil. There is no middle ground. 
There can lie none other. There can be no 
eternal of evil unless it means an end to the 
growth of goodness God is sovereign of 
the world and the great power of righteous- 
ness. If 1 can make you believe that this 
lias been cumulative Horn the early stages 
of man until it makes a power that must 
overcome the iniquity of the world. The 
world is full of tlie lives of those who liave 
influenced it for good. We bring forth from 
the history of the past of this country, the 
names of Washington, Adams, Clay, Lin- 
coln, and many others, their strength of 
character has gone to the eternal upbuild- 
ing of the world. We forget their weak- 
nesses and remember only the nobloing in- 
fluences that their lives have been. Proud 
in the strength that came from their own 
efforts. You will live in the strength and 
dignity of your own manhood. The same 
power that made liberty possible will en- 
able you to curry out the will of God for 
the perfection of muii.

The aldermnnic chambers at oily hall J 
were tilled last Monday afternoon with a 
Fathering of representative Newton people 
who witnessed with much Interest the In- 
auguration of Mayor Taiwan! It. Wilson 
for another term In addition to the mayor 
the oath of office was administered to n 1 
aldennen. 

Among the large gathering were many ■ 
prominent citizens, including ex-Mayor LI. j 
K. Ilibbard and ex-Mayor .1. Wesley Kim- i 
ball. 

Following out the well arranged pro- 
gram, spectators were admitted to the 
nldermanic chamber immediately after the 
adjournment of the 1899 board of alder- ! 
men, which met prior to the inaugural cere- i 
monies. I«ong before the hour of commenc- 
ing the gallery was filled, and nil available j 
seating space on the lower floor was oecu- ! 
pled. 

Shortly after 5t Mayor Wilson entered the 
chamber escorted by City Messenger Wei- | 
lington. A roll call of members followed, 
after which City Clerk Kingsbury an- 
nounced that all those who had been elect- 
ed members of the school board had signi- 
fied tlieir intention of accepting that honor. 

Rev. Theodore P. Prudden, pastor of the 
West Newton Congregational church, 
offered prayer, after which the oath of 
office was administered to Mayor Wilson 
by Judge George A. Blaney. The mayor in 
turn administered the oath of office to the 
newly elected aldermen, after which he de- 
livered his address, saying. 

MAYOR’S ADDRESS. 

Gentlemen of the Board of Aldermen: 


Having been re-elected to the office of the 
chief magistrate of the City of Newton, it 
seems first of all, fitting and proper that I 
should express to the citizens, my deep ap- 
preciation of the honor conferred upon me, 
and that 1 should tender my grateful ac- 
knowledgments for this renewed expres- 
sion of their confidence. I trust that the 
coining year will see a better condition of 
our financial affairs, a fairer prospect of 
further improvements, and a still further 
reduction In our tax rate. It becomes us 
therefore, to conduct the affairs of the city 
in a business-like manner, giving careful 
consideration to her best interests, not 
allowing private views to distort our judg- 
ment or influence our decisions, practicing 
no . false economy, but keeping strictly 
within our appropriations. 

In my first inaugural. I suggested that we 
could not reduce our tax rate for the then 
current year, but that we could lay a foun- 
dation by taking care of what we hud. I 
believe that our appropriations have been 
judiciously expended and that we have re- 
ceived tlie be.-»t possible results from our 
efforts. We have made a handsome reduc 
tion in our tax rate, ami have turned over 
to the city treasury, $27,134 42 out of unex- 
pended appropriations without in any way 
impairing the city departments. 

The fact that our gain in valuation for 
the past year is about S2 ,ooo,ooj less than 
for the previous year is to be deplored, but 
we have to take into consideration that the 
area of taxable laud lias been reduced by 
the taking of laud by the Metropolitan 
Park Commission, and land ureas which 
have been used f<»r streets in the develop- 
ment of estates into house lots.

>eeii taken for streets. In Hits our v dila- 
tion was increased by the con struct ion of 
business blocks, including the Newton 
National Bank building, while the past 1 
year did not afford us the same amount of 
business property increase. Taking into 
consideration the com! tion of the market j 
in real estate toi the past year, our increase 
compares favorably with neighboring 

CitieS. 

We should t»e cautious ami prudent in 
dealing with the appropriations, und use 
every possible means ut our command, to 
keep tlie figures dow n to the lowest mark 1 
consistent with the city’s advancement and 
prosperity. We shall m this way encour- 
age tie* increase of taxable property and 1 
pave the way for u decrease in the heavy 
debt that now confronts us. 

Befoie passing to u consideration of the ! 
various department-., it is fitting that we 
pause and tender a tribute nl respect to .

It would seem that with proper economy 
the debt of the city can be rapidly reduced. 
There is only $10,550 of the funded debt 
due and payable in 1000 and only $ 40,550 iti 
all before 1003, prior to which time the 
sinking funds will exceed $ 2 , 000 , 000 . 

The custom of allowing more than a year 
to pay taxes on real estate works badly for 
the city, and l suggest that the limit he re- 
duced to one year. There are now un- 
collected real estate tuxes of the year isos, 
amounting in round numbers to $ 100 , 000 . 
The city midget upon which tins sum is 
based was all paid a year ago, and no 
money can he borrowed us a temporary 
loan on these taxes. The treasury is, there- 
fore, obliged to practically advance this 
money of tlie delinquent taxpayers until 
their taxes are paid, which will not tie, if 
tlie old custom is followed, until next slim- 
mer. If it is argued that tlie city receives 
Interest at (5 per cent. <m unpaid taxes, it is 
to be said that loans in anticipation of 
taxes can only he made during tlie year in 
which such taxes are levied ami payable 
within one year; for this reason, all unpaid 
taxes become a serious burden upon tlie 
treasury.

in tli is department during tlie year. $11,- 
824.34 lias been expended. The work per- 
formed lias been largely routine, as no new 
construction was undertaken by the street 
department, its energies being concentrat- 
ed on maintenance und repairs. Early in 
the year tlie working force was reduced. 

I regret to announce that our competent 
and valuable city engineer, Mr. II. 1). 
Woods, has tendered his resignation, to 
take effect in the near future. lie has for 
years been untiring in li is devotion to the 
department, ami his services will be a 
serious loss to tlie city. 

Bullough’s Bond improvement— During 
tlie summer, the work around Bullough’s 
pond has been completed, tlie deil below 
Dexter road cleaned up and laid out ns a 
park and the pond over-flow guided over 
the ledges and boulders, making a line rus- 
tic effect A small pond has also been ar- 
ranged next to the dell. There still re- 
mains $1500 of tlie contribution of the 
Newton Land and Improvement Company 
to be paid, although the city lias fulfilled its 
part of tlie present agreement. 

Considerable complaint has been made 
regarding the condition of tlie water of 
Buliough's pond. During the winter the 
waters of Cold Spring Brook are heated 
from the condensers in the powerhouse of 
the Newton & Boston street railway com- 
pany, and cannot be cooled sufficiently to 
freeze for skating, while in summer an un- 
sightly scum and disagreeable odor, charac- 
terize sheltered portions of the pond. 

Investigations have been made and it has 
been found that with the present arrange- 
ments of the company, tlie high tempera- 
ture of the water cannot be sufficiently re- 
duced to allow the pond to form ice for 
skating. Some method therefore, other 
than that now in operation by the company 
will have to be devised to remove these 
causes of complaint. 

Street Kail ways— Various petitions for 
street railways are under consideration at 
the present time. Altli ugh these railways 
will be of convenience to some of the citi- 
zens of Newton, they are primarily built as 
a source of revenue to tlie companies, ami 
for tl» is reason, tlie companies should fur- 
nish all the laud and do ail construction re- 
quired except surfacing roadbeds, which 
already entails a large expense on the city. 
Private companies are 111 a much better 
condition to deal with tlie abutters than 
are any city officials, and they can do it 
with less expense or litigation, their actions 
being finally sanctioned by orders of the 
board of aldermen, if necessary. 

Grade Crossings— Conferences with tlie 
president of the Boston & Albany railroad, 
with reference to taking up tlie work of 
abolishing the grade crossings at Newton 
Centre liuve developed tlie fact that lie ob- 
jects t«» any move in this direction until all 
the crossings of tlie main line, including 
Worcester ami Framingham, have been 
eared for. lie claims that the city’s plans 
are too costly but as \ < this engineers have 
not had leisure to make a study of the 
question. 

Brookline— Another matter under consid- 
eration is the settlement with Brookline tor 
the use of its sewers as an outlet fora 
portion of the Chestnut Hill dlsti let In 

connection with th:> subject a change in 
tlie boundary line lm> been considered. 
After a conference with tlie chairman of 
the selectmen, to whom tlie matter was ex- 
plained, wc hope that an cany agreement 
may tic reached to tlie satisfaction ol ail 
parties.

propriation for tlie construction of these 
special house connections, during tlie com- 
ing season ; and in view of tlie policy to be 
followed by the board of health. I would 
recommend that tlie sum of $5,000 be ap- 
propriated for this kind of work. 

The general house connection account 
has been hampered by a large deficit caused 
by the transfer, some years since, of $5,000 
to the sewer construction account. In con- 
sequence of this deficit, certain rebates 
prior to 1898 remain unpaid, although prop- 
er notice of the same was sent to tlie 
parties entitled to receive them, at that 
time. These amounts should be settled, 
and I recommend that a sum sufficient to 
pay such rebates be appropriated. 

WATER DEPARTMENT. 

The department during 1899 has laid 1 8-10 
miles of main pipe, making a total to date 
of 135 4-10 miles. 

The average daily use of water through- 
out our city lias been 2,037,000 gallons, 
against 1,758,000 gallons in 1898. While 
many cities were obliged to restrict 
consumption during tlie unprecedented 
drought of last summer, we were not in 
any way limited, although for several 
months there was hardly a gallon to spare. 
Our pumping was greatly in excess of anv 
previous period, and conducted under such 
unusual conditions, largely increased tlie 
expense account, the cost of fuel being 
$1,800 iu excess of last year. It is not 
probable that the coining year will witness 
such a scarcity of water. 

Tiie amount of construction work has 
been small, tlie expenditures being $29,300 
| as against $42,(500 in 1898, and it is probable 
I that the outlays for the coming year will 
I not exceed those of 1899. 

I We have expended for maintenance 
$17,3nn against $17,9*7 in 1898, ami have 
I carried into next year a large stock of main 
| pipe ami special lasting.* which cost tlie 
; city $9,000, less t tmii current quotations, 
j The expenditures on all accounts except 
I interest on bonds have been less than the 
I previous year and relied great ciedtt to 
tlie management.

towns from this source to the amount of

' the efficiency of tin* work bus been greatly

Referring all unfinished business of 1899 to 
city government of l'.KX). 

HEARINGS. 

The first hearing was opened at 2 on the 
petition of M. P. Carr for right to locate a 
steam engine and boiler on Rowers street, 
Newtonvllle. No one was present to be 
heard, and after the heurlug was closed, 
Carr’s permit was granted. 

A hearing was culled on the petition of 
the Newton & Boston street railway for lo- 
cution in Cypress, .Jackson and Boylston 
streets, Newton Centre. Alderman Rally 
said ho had been requested to inform the 
board in behalf of Jl. B. Parker, president 
of tho Newton & Boston street railway, 
that his compuuy would withdraw its 
rights to a hearing, and ask to be heard be- 
fore the hoard of 11100. 

This action they had decided to take ac- 
cording to Mr. Parker, at the request of the 
Worcester As Boston street railway, the 
chief remonstrant against the petition of 
Mr. Parker’s company. The hearing was 
closed. 

VOTES OF THANKS. 

Alderman Henry Bully moved that a vote 
ot thanks be extended to Alderman Knowl- 
ton for that member’s service as president 
of the board. Alderman Bully paid a high 
tribute to Alderman Kuowlton’s efficiency 
as a presiding ollicer and warmly thanked 
him for his patience and interest.

The $21,000 would be ample for just such 
a building, would be enough to buy a large 
piece ot laud also, w Hit trees already 
grown, where could he accommodated ull 
t the kiudergurten, connecting classes and 
primal’} grades, up to Hie fourth, within a 
radius ot tuilf a mile.

TflE MAYOR’S ADDRESS. 


There Is nothing radical Iu Mayor Wil- 
son's second inaugural address, but it is a 
business like document, with the custom- 
ary review of the departments, in a brief- 
er space than usual. lie announces that 
besides the reduction in the taxrate, some 
over $27,000 has been turned over to the 
city out of unexpended appropriations, 
which ought to lower the rate still more 
this year. Economy is recommended to 
the board for the coming year, and its Im- 
portance to the prosperity of the city is 
properly recognized. 

The debt statement follows these recom- 
niendutious, and it is a forcible reminder 
of the need of guarding closely all expen- 
ditures, until it is reduced. 

The Mayor recommends that the time 
limit be reduced on taxes to one year, 
which might be a good thing for the city 
though it would bring hardship to a great 
many taxpayers, who have difficulty 
enough in keeping within the limit of two 
years now allowed. 

The complaint that Bullouglis Pond fails 
to give the expected pleasure to the in- 
habitants, is alluded to by the Mayor, 
though he seems to have nothiug to recom- 
mend to overcome the present difficulties. 
As it is, the city is uot getting the worth 
of its money, as the pond is not suitable 
for skating iu winter and the water is not 
attractive in summer. A remedy could 
doubtless be found if any one went about 
the matter iu lively earnest, and until then 
present conditions will probably continue. 

The brief allusions to the petitions now 
before the board for street railway fran- 
chises are full of iuterest, os they* seem to 
be very significant. The mayor suys that 
the companies should furnish all the land 
and all street construction required ex- 
cept surfacing roudbeds, as the roads are 
built primarily us a source of revenue to 
the companies. This looks as if the reoorls 
were correct that the Boston & Worcester 
had been ottered a franchise on Boylston 
street on condition that they widen the 
street to 90 ieet and build the road bed, 
leaving a reserved space fur the tracks. 
That company would certainly' want the 
franchise very badly if they were to accept ( 
those conditions. In addition, even if i 
they did accept, some way should be j 
adopted so that the city could hold tl:e 
company to the conditions. One way 
would be to have them deposit a check lor i 
$23, 000, in the city treasury, to be forfeited | 
if the conditions were not kept. This 
would uvoid all vexatious and long drawn 
out law suits, which are very uncertain j 
affairs. 

Little hope is held out lo the South Side j 
that tiie railroad crossings will be . 
abolished there in the immediate future, us ; 
t le president of the Boston Sc Albany is sal 1 
t* object to doing anything until all the 
crossings on the main line from Bn»t<>u to 
Worcester have been aoulisued. 

The usual praise is given to (lie work of j

In short no history 
of Newton for the last 25 years would be 
complete unless it devoted a large space to 
Dr. Shinn, ami wlmt lie has done to aid 
every good cause, and for this reason his 
25th anniversary has called nut expressions 
of interest from people of all denomina- 
tions. 

Senator Bkykimdok, the ”boy orator” 
of Indiana, has made his much advertised 
speech in the Senate, after having spent 
tw o months in the Philippines last summer, 
and buttoning his mouth up closely ever 
since. The speech was of the most extreme 
spread eagle variety, but it had absolutely 
nothing new to stnte as the result of his 
personal observations, and illustrates how 
little a man can see if he starts out putted 
up In his own conceit, lie advocates a 
policy similar to tiie oue pursued by Cortez 
and Pizarro In Mexico and Peru, and lays 
the tiattery on President McKinley with a 
shovel. The brash young man was fol- 
lowed by Senator Hoar in a brief speech in 
which lie proved that every statement made 
by Beveridge was refuted by-government 
reports received from Dewey, Otis and 
other officials. lie also quoted from Gen. 
Otis’s report to show that the outbreak on 
the part of the Filipinos was due directly 
to President McKinley’s ill-timed benevo- 
lent assimilation proclamation, which 
showed the natives that there was no iu- 
tenthn of allowing them to be independent. 
The chief effect of Beveridge’s speecli is 
that it puts clearly the intention to hold the 
Philippines forever as a military outpost, 
despotically governed, giving the natives no 
rights at all. As he has been put forward 
as the imperialist spokesman, it is only fair 
to assume that he represents their ideas. 

Governor Roosevelt is writing a 
series of articles for Scribner's Magazine 
on Oliver Cromwell, which are interesting 
because of the writer’s peculiar way of 
looking at things. lie takes occasion to de- 
nounce ’’Ignoble Peace” several times in 
his first article, and evidently that is one 
of Teddy's favorite idiosyncrasies. Ignoble 
peace might be defined as the peace that 
tiie governor of a great state such as New 
York, lias concluded with a corrupt boss 
such as Platt, although elected on tiie sup- 
position that he would be independent of 
the boss. Out of office Teddy was one of 
the most vociferous of our reformers, and 
words hardly served him in his fervor of 
denouncing boss rule. But being in office 
makes a difference, especially when a man 
feels thut the future existence of the 
coun ry depends upon his success in poli- 
tics. Iu such an emergency lie has to get 
rid of anything tiiat would impede his up- 
ward course, und of course reform princi- 
ples ure first to go. In the same Cromwell 
article Roosevelt quotes with great relish 
Carlyle’s, denounciatiou of men who are 
Reformers, uud it is too often the case that 
an election to cilice makes a man forget all 
iiis former devotion to reform principles. 
They interfere with immediate success and 
therefore they ure condemned by tiie prac- 
tical politician. 

Mr. Godwin, who is writing his "Ran- 
dom Recollections” for tiie New York 
Evening Post, succeeds without intending 
it in being more amusing than tiie famous 
Dooley himself. He gravely tells of a visit 
to him in 1884 of "a good young man” 
whom he had known since his college days, 
who was greatly disturbed over the pro- 
spect of the nomination of Mr. Blaine for 
the Presidency. He thought it meant a 
serious fall for the Republican party to put 
up such a man for office. und Mr Godkin says 
he cheered ’ tiie good young man” the best 
he was able uud sent him ”on his shining 
way” to Washington, where he intended to 
d i wlmt he could to avert such a d linger. 
The incident, Mr. Godkin frays, cheered 
him with the idea of the good inllueuce* j 
such good young men could exert in tilings 
political. But, lie adds, lie wus chastened 
later in the year by seeing tiie same good 
.voting n un on tiie stump for Bluiue. His 
political pupil, also, Roosevelt, who was 
shocked by limine's uoiniuulioii, wu- per 
suuded by Budge that Blame was the man 
for thu place und that it u as their duty to 
help elect him. 

Senator Hoar is an unsafe man t* 
tackle, un i his letter to those responsible 
for inviting t he nutoriou. Q.iigy to address 
a Boston audience is one of the most coaciu- 
i si .e arguments tliut lm> >>t appeared on tiie 
Philippine question. The trouble is that 
N-iiiil'ii Hoar never n rites without know- 
1 ing In- i- object thoroughly, and the Quiyys 
a id Beveridges and other young politicians 
whoultuuk him, merely .-uccced iu demon- 
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; fault to hud with speaker Myers’ coiuui il- 
iac appointments. Mr. Langford is home 
chuumun of the important committee on 
! water supply, und also a member of 
; that on federal relations. Mr. Chadwick 
: it oil the committee on cities, another of 
j the imporluut committees, uud ulso on 
! thut on the .Mute House.

DEATH OE JOHN R. GOODRICH. 


ONE OF TIIK 1»K»T KNOW N AND POPULAR 


MF.MRKR* OF THE llOSTON UAH. 


Mr. John B. Goodrich died at 4 35, Thurs- 
day morning, at Ids home, 003 Boylston 
street, Boston. 

On ids return from Europe early last fall 
lie suffered n slight stroke of paralaysis, 
since which time he lias never been con - 
pletely himself. Another stroke, which 
occutred last week, hastened tiie end, 
which liad been awaited by his intimate 
friends since Monday last. 

There are probably few men better 
known or more generally esteemed by the 
Boston bar than tiie deceased, who had 
been engaged in active ptnctice for the last 
40 years. He had been u prominent resi- 
dent of Newton, during nil his business 
life, uud had always taken an active part in 
Newton affairs. He had a large circle of 
friends here who will learn of his denth 
with deep regret 

John Benton Goodrich was born in 
Fitchburg, Jan. 7, 1830, and w as the son of 
John and Mary Ann Goodrich. He came 
from good old New England stock, his an- 
cestry being traced to William Goodrich, 
who settled iu Watertown in 1034, and 
whose descendants were the earliest set- 
tlers iu Fitchburg and Lunenburg. One of 
these, David Goodrich, w as a member of 
tiie provincial congress at Watertown, and 
commanded a company at the battle of 
Bunker Hill. His son John was engaged 
iu tiie same battle, and from him tiie name 
of John continued iu direot line to the 
present. 

The deceased was educated in the publio 
schools of Fitchburg, fitting for college in 
tiie local High school, whence he went to 
Dartmouth, being graduated from the lat- 
ter institution iu tiie class of 1857. Imme- 
diately after ills graduation from Dart- 
mouth he began tiie study of the profession 
in which lie was destined to acquire such 
an honorable position. He prepared for 
the bar in tiie law office of Norcross Sc 
Snow, one of tiie then leading law firms in 
that city, and was admitted to practice in 
18511. Tiie same year he moved to Boston, 
where lie lias been engaged in un exteusive 
practice ever since. 

Mr. Goodrich met witli special distinc- 
tion as a jury lawyer and was a firm be- 
liever in trials by jury. Among the many 
notable cases in which he appeared as the 
senior counsel was the famous Robinson 
murder trial in the court in East Cambridge 
in December, 1887. At the sitting of the 
grand jury for Middlesex county in the 
February previous, four Indictments were 
found against Sarah J. Robinson for killing 
Prince Arthur Freeman by poison. Owing 
to tiie masterly manner in which Mr. Good- 
rich bundled the case of the defense, the 
trial resulted in a disagreement, the jury 
studding It for ucquital and one for convic- 
tion. Tiie summing up by Mr. Goodrich 
w as considered at tiie time by bench and 
bar one of the ablest and most cogent pleas 
ever presented by contemporary members 
of the profession in a capital trial. At tbe 
trial in February, 1888, the defendant was 
agaiu put on triul lor her life, and was this 
time convicted of the murder. 

From the time of his admission to tiie bar 
till 18(55, Mr. Goodrich was a resilient of 
Watertown,md then he resided in Newton, 
in both places taking an active interest iu 
public affairs. As a member of the school 
committee and chairman of that body in 
1808 and 1869 he served the educational in- 
terests of Watertown most faithfully. Me 
represented Newton in the lower branch of 
the legislature two terms, 1809-70, serving 
both years on tiie committee on tiie judici- 
ary. In 1872 lie was appointed district at- 
torney of Middlesex county and remained 
in that position for three years when stress 
of personal business compelled him to re- 
sign. 

Mr. Goodrich was always a strong repub- 
lican and always took an active part in 
municipal and state politics, especially 
those of Middlesex county. Ilewasa32d 
degree Mason and past master of Pequo- 
sette lodge of Watt r town and prominent in 
several other Masonic organizations. 

Mr. Goodrich bus left a wife and one son, 
J. Wallace Goodrich, prolessoi ol the organ 
in the New England Conservatory of Music 
and well known in musical circles. 

Funeral services will be held from Eliot 
church, Saturday afldftmon, at 2 o'clock, in 
charge of Rev. Dr. William 11. Davis, the 
pastor.

Mystery Yet Unsolved. 

Before Judge Kennedy, in tiie police 
court Wednesday morning, an inquest was 
hold to ascertain the cause of tiie deaths of 
Alma Peterson and v\ illlam McCauley, 
who were found dead in a barn oil tiie T. 
It. Casey estate, Park street, Newton, Oot. 
12 , of last year. There was nothing in the 
testimony but the facts that have been al- 
ready presented to tiie public. Tiie mys- 
tery is yet unsolved, uud there is just as 
much probability iu one theory as another. 
Wednesday morning Putiolmun Peter .1. 
McAleer told what led him to the Casey 
barn on Oct. 12, what lie saw on that occa- 
sion and wlmt lie did. Medical Examiner 
Meade told of his official investigation. He 
said tiie autopsy revealed nothing, but that 
an analysis of Hie stomach showed slight 
traces of morphia in the stomachs of both 
the man ami woman. This, ho thought, 
might hav>* caused their deaths. Chief of 
police Turbox was tiie other witness. Ho 
told what lie had learned of McCauley’s 
antecedents. McCauley, the chief said, 
was a native of Ireland, He married a 
woman in tliut country, whom lie later de- 
serted in Quebec, Canada. Tiie woman had 
four children. McCauley’s relations witli 
a woman in Boston were explained to the 
court by Chief Turbox. Judge Kennedy 
reserved iiis decision.

The rest of this 
week is likely to be taken up In attempts to 
organize committees and in preparing ad- 
vertisements for hearings* which ought to 
be well agoing in a few days. 

Mr. Mellon of Worcester has been appro- 
priately sat upon in his Hrst attempt to 
make trouble for Speaker Myers. It is 
possible that Mr. Mellon will live long 
enough t.> see the day when oommlttee 
places are distributed through elections 
rather than by appointment of the presid- 
ing ortlcers, but it is not very probable that 
he will. The first committee appointed is 
always that upon rules. It is made up 
largely of the close friends and supporters 
of the presiding officer in either branch. 
The presiding officer naturally desires to 
have control of the committee work, as he 
is held responsible for the progress of busi- 
ness through his branch. The members, 
on the other hand, in their efforts to get 
good workable committee places, naturally 
pay a great deal of attention to the choice 
of the speaker and president of the Semite, 
and would not care after the choice had 
been made to have the whole system upset 
by a different arrangement. So Mr. Mel- 
len's plan pleases nobody excepting him- 
self, and his effort to bother the speaker 
has signally failed. 

I do not understand that Mayor Wilson 
is planning very much in the way of peti- 
tions of new legislation, and understand 
that City Solicitor Slocum at the present 
time sees but one municipal matter in sight 
of interest to the Garden City. This lias to 
do with tho boundary between Brookline 
and Newton, near West Koxbury, as condi- 
tions now exist there that are satisfactory 
to neither municipality. It is not expect- 
ed that tills will cause any dissension, how- 
ever, but, doubtless, the committee on 
cities will be permitted to report a bill 
which will be generally satisfactory. 

But those who expect that Mr. Slocum 
will have nothing to do at the State House 
will surely be mistaken, for there promises 
to be a large amount of business before the 
Metropolitan committee in relatiou to mat- 
ters in Greater Boston. For one thing, 
Gov. Crane hus plainly stuted that it is 
time the Metropolitan district took up the 
work of paying for the parks, and Governor 
Craue is right. He is thoughtful in sug- 
gesting that possibly it will be wiser to ex- 
tend the time for full payment so us to 
make the annual tax upon the cities ami 
towns as small as possible. I presume the 
readers of the Gkapiuc remember the con- 
ditions which led to the postponement of 
payment on thesd parks a few years ago. 
Lyon, Medford, and certain other cities 
were very much dissatisfied with the ap- 
portionment of expense between the places 
in the district which had resulted from the 
work of a board of which Judge G. F. Kieh- 
ardson of Lowell was chairmuu, They felt 
it to be very unfair to certain places; and 
it also happened that Lynn was seeking to 
escape from any responsibility in this direc- 
tion, and evidently believed that if payment 
could be warded off for a few years, legis- 
lation would be lound to exempt her. So 
the law was passed, postponing payment 
until l'.KXJ. This year, ot course, bus ar- 
rived, uud Lynn is us much in the district, 
and very probably a little more so, owing 
to the uew shore boulevard tor which it is 
proposed the district shull pay. The park 
commission prepured elaborate plans lor 
this boulevard on the lines laid down iu the 
act— or the proposed act— which was not 
passed lust year for the reason that the 
commissioners made a verbal agreement to 
build the buulevatd out ot the general ap- 
propriation which was given them. When 
an attempt was made, however, to find out 
what tlie laud owners along the Lynn shore 
would sell a strip of their property for it 
was found that t lie expense would use up 
the whole S5oo, ooo appropriation; and so 
new plans hud to be diuwu upon modified 
lines, and the matter is not settled, it is 
hardly to be expected that ihe Lynn people 
will usk a repeat of ihe Appmpi union uni, 
as that would be absiiKl, us there is no 
way of preventing the Fark Commissioners 
proceeding, the matter having gone thus 
fur; it is a fair assumption that Lynn is m 
tlie district and will have to pay ln-r part of 
this park debt, uud the sooner u new com- 
mission is appointed to apportion it the 
belter.

A QUARTER CENTURA- 


REV. I)R. SHINN SPEAKS OF Ills WORK \ 
IN* NEWTON*. 


The Rev. George Wolfe Shinn, D. D., 
rector of the Gruce Episcopal church of ‘ 
Newton, delivered an anniversary address [ 
Sunday morning, as lie had just completed j 
a quarter-century of service in tlie parish.

AN ODD EXPERIENCE. 

THE STORY OF A STRANGE MISSION 
TO A DESCRT ISLAND. 

In the Queer tluMlnenn I’lRiirctl n Hip 
I ollln nit, I n Head Chinese >in tula- 
rin fi lto >lny Not tlnxc Hcen a l>cail 
Cliiiiatitnti After All, 

"I’ve spent n good many years round 
tlicse islands, ” said tin* night watch on a 
yacht in tin* Santa Barbara channel, 

‘ and I’ve had some singular experiences. 
Last winter I spent in Santa Barbara, 
only coming lo the island occasionally. 
One day a I’hinnmau came to my lodg- 
ings and asked me if I knew San Nico- 
las, the bleakest and windiest of all the 
California islands. 1 said 1 did. 

“ 'Yon know uiandaliu?’ lie asked. 
‘Lung Kow nllco sniueo mandalin; lie g> 
San Nicolas; allce samee dead man. You 
snbe?’ 

“In short, the Chinaman was a repre- 
sentative of tlie Six Companies of San 
Francisco, and tlie mandarin. Lung Kow, 
had taken a trip for his health to tlie 
island with a party of abalouo hunters 
and had died on the desolate spot. He 
was a big man, and so a delegation of 
Chinamen had been sent to Santa Bar- 
bara to charter a vessel to go to San 
Nicolas to bring him to mainland. We 
soon struck a imrgaiu and sot sail. The 
island lies well out to sen, where it blows 
half n gale nearly nil the time, and there 
are no safe harbors. My schooner was a 
little fore and after, with a small cock- 
pit and cabin, which just about held tlie 
four Chinamen, while cross deck, amid- 
ships, they stowed a bronze coifin. The 
men. as near ns I could ninke out, seemed 
to lie priests of rank and went on regular 
watch duty from tin* time they started. 
They crowded into the cabin and lit their 
pipes and kept them gniug nil the way- 
over. As soon as we got under sail one 
of them threw a lot of paper into the air, 
repeating something in Chinese. This was 
to give Ihe vessel good luck. Tho others 
burned punk in tlie cabin. 

“We readied the island one night when 
it was blowing furiously, and we lay on 
the edge of tin* kelp till morning. Tho 
landing was through n channel about 
20 feet wide, with a wall of rock on cncli 
side. When you got in it was all right, 
as there was a cove and sandy bead). 
The Chinamen had brought one of their 
boats, a clumsy affair, and we all put off 
in her with the heavy collin lashed to 
the seats. The sen was still high, and 
while we rowed the Chinamen threw pa- 
per and waved their punk sticks. I was 
looking for trouble, and just ns we 
reached the narrow channel the sea drop- 
ped away from the bow, the stern flew 
up in the air. and a big wave struck the 
flat bottom of tlie boat, sending tier stern 
over bow into t he cove, and spilling every- 
one into tlie water. When the China- 
men recovered from their fright they 
rushed for the boat, and, hauling her up, 
unfastened tlie coifin and laid it on tlie 
beach. The abnlone hunters met us, nnd 
there was more bowing ami more punk 
burned, nnd then tlie men took tbe eollin 
on their shoulders nnd we followed the 
abnlone hunters. 

Well, my partner nnd I took turns nt 
carrying the coifin with the Chinamen, 
nnd for several miles followed the abn- 
lone men over the hills and sand to a re- 
mote spot where the grave was pointed 
out. Now came the funny part of it. 
Naturally you would think they would do 
all tlie work of taking up the body, but 
they indicated that they expected us to 
do it. nnd ns we had been paid to do tlie 
work there was no hacking out. Tlie 
Chinamen thrust lighted punk in tlie 
snud ail about and went through many 
gesticulations while we dug. The Man- 
darin had simply been laid in tlie sand 
with his robes about him and his red- 
buttoned lint on. We got him up, put 
him iu the collin and bolted it down. 
Then tin* Chinamen threw handfuls of 
papers in the air. uttering cries nnd bow- 
ing to the body, to the east and west. 

“We finally got the eollin triced to two 
long poles and begun the march back. 
I’ve taken some bard nnd curious tramps 
in my time, hut that discounted them all. 
The Chinamen were thoroughly frighten- 
ed— you know they think the wind is a 
living tiling, and when it began to howl 
and roar and till (lie air with stones and 
dirt they would stop nnd point at t ho 
black fog bank that looked like a lug 
dragon, then start off again, plowing 
through the drifting sund, suim-times u 
most losing sight of tlie guide abend. 
Finally we reached the beach. The y oht 
was lying on the edge of tin* kelp, about 
200 yards off shore and riding on a pretty 
good swell that set in from the west, but 
tlie juukhoiit catne iu all right and we 
huuled her up. high and dry. 

“Remembering their experience, tlie 
Chinamen wanted us to wait until the 
sea went down; but we explained that 
there was always a sea running, so they 
consented to try it. They evidently were 
determined to take no chances, us they 
first placed the heavy collin, now heavier 
than ever, uiiiidsliips, and lushed it in, 
then put my partner and me at the oars, 
while tin* dead Chinaman took his place 
iu tlie boat with his hand on tlie collin. 

After much excitement we got the cof- 
fin iu the falls and landed it on deck, 
puttiug it across the house. That night 
the only dry place was tho coffin, s > I 
piled my blankets on top of it ami was 
fast asleep 011 top of the Mandarin when 
1 felt some one pulling ut me nnd found 
the whole party about me. They bad a 
sort of hourly service and hud formed in 
u procession in the cockpit, uud, when 
they reuebed the coffin, were horrified 
to find me there. Their peculiar rites 
were kept up during the entire trip, mi 
it was months before we got rid of tin* 
smell of opium and punk. Tie* body was 
shipped to Sim Francisco under tin* siiim* 
guard." 

“And that was the last of Lung 
Kow 7" asked one of the yachtsmen. 

”1 don’t know about that," replied the 
sailor. “The next week we sa*w iu a 
Ban Fran cisco paper tliat a lot of smug- 
gled opium Uud been captured iu a eollin. 
and we began to think that the Maud r u 
wiis just an ordinary dummy Chinaman, 
packed with opium eases, which had 
been landed ut San Nicolas and ta ken 
ttwuy by us. It looked t ha t way.” - (in 
einuati Commercial Tribune.

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THh LEGISLATURE. 

[Rpnctnl Legislative Correspondence.] 

Beacon IIU!, Jan. 17. 

Matters of interest are coming in thick 
And fust these days, though it will take the 
time limit two weeks from today to bring 
In tho bulk of the business to be considered 
at this session of the (General Court. One 
of the things which is going to make a 
great deal of n stir is In a way In ohnrge of 
Mr. Wales of Newton, who Is the clerk of 
the harbor and land commissioners, and 
Incidentally acts nR clerk of the joint rail- 
road and harbor and land board In its 
consideration of tho Falrhaven bridge 
problem. The New Hod ford situation is 
critical. Industrially, it has been losing 
instead of gaining mills of late, while it 
has a tax rate of $l!i on a thousand, and 
will be compelled to pay about half a mil- 
lion dollars on the bridge so far ns com- 
pleted. To separate grades In New Med- 
ford where the bridge crosses the New 
JIaven road’s tracks would cost 0500,000 
more, and then there would still he a pri- 
vate crossing under the bridge. Still, New 
Medford voters demand the bridge above 
grade, and what can a commission do 
against such a public sentiment? Newton 
can sympathize with New Medford in her 
desire to eliminate grade crossings, expen- 
sive as the work is. 

Every day the plot thickens in relation 
to the Albany and Fitchburg leases, it is 
very evident that the settlement of the 
problems will not tie as easy as some an- 
ticipated. The railroad committee pro- 
poses to give hearings on the other matters 
committed to it before taking up these 
questions, so that it may be many weeks 
yet before we shall have anything except- 
ing newspaper urticles to enlighten us upou 
them. 

The gipsy moth committee is rather 
pleased with the results from its distribu 
tion of its "Danger Bulletin" in tho dis- 
covery of a colony of tho ooneria dispur 
in Georgetown, which was promptly des- 
troyed, and also because through it a 
colony was discovered in tho Oak Hill 
district in Newton. The board says that 
the owners of the infested estates, noticing 
unusual insect damage, became convinced 
by reading the bulletin thut the pest was 
the gipsy moth and so notified the oflice. 
On the following day June ‘22 work was 
begun by the employes of the bourd. A 
brush infested pusture was burned over 
with oil, and over 40,000 trees were bur- 
lapped in the vicinity of the colony. Fol- 
lowing the stamping out of the dangerous 
portion of the colony, tho work of inspect- 
ing, cutting out and burning was continued 
through the remainder of the year, with a 
view to preparing for exterminative work 
in l POO. The work of thinning trees and 
cutting underbrush, the board thinks, 
should be continued until hutching time, 
and in the meantime the city of Newton 
should be thoroughly inspected. It finds 
no extensive infested spots, and but few 
larva have been found scattered over a 
large area. It believes thorough work this 
year will practically exterminate tho 
colony. 

Representative Smith of Waltham lias 
this week introduced an order for a joint 
committee to investigate the whole sub- 
ject of the ravages of the moth. As Mr. 
Smith. voted for* the appropriation last 
year, it cannot be said that this order is 
unfriendly, but perhnps Mr. Smith has 
doubts, and if he were made chairman of 
tlie committee lie would be in a fine posi- 
tion to have them removed. The Gip>y 
Moth Committee, of which E. W. Wood of 
your city is chairman, should welcome 
this proposition for a committee on investi- 
gation. 

The Maris exposition commissioners have 
been for months busy getting together 
material for the Massuchu>etts exhibit. 
Among other interesting tilings is to be a 
model of the metropolitan district drawn 
upon sucli a scale that all the natural fea- 
tures can be quickly identilied as well as 
prominent buildings In Boston, such as the 
Terminal Station, North Union Station, 
State House, etc. Asa part of tills exhibit 
the metropolitan sewerage commissioners 
have issued a 50 page book with maps and 
illustrations, describing the whole main 
drainage works of the Boston Metropolitan 
District system. Naturally, a good deal of 
this descriptive work lias to do with the 
Charles river and Neponsot river valleys 
and their sewerage disposal. Some of tho 
half tone illustrations which go with the 
book are very fine. Severul pages are given 
to leading features of the new high-level 
system. The board has issued its 11 th 
annual report, where it points out the con- 
dition of the work in various lines uml 
states that the expenses upon the high-level 
sewer up to September 3uth, including ex- 
penditures for investigations was $44, <>08 4(i. 
it appears thut there was an addition to 
the seweruge urea last year, which amount- 
ed to ubout 21 square miles by tiie inclusion 
of important districts in ltoxbury and 
West ltoxbury and Dorchester and the 
whole of the city of Quincy, as the readers 
of the Ghaimiic know, the lust legislature 
appropriated $4,000,000 for the high-level 
system, tho result of the act being to group 
into a new district the former Charles uml 
Nenonset areas, and tiie 21 square miles of 
high level territory, already referred to; 
thus comprising all tiie metropolitan areas 
south of tiie Charles river, together with 
Watertown and Waltham north of tiie 
river, in all 107 square miles. The whole 
district now occupies 185 square miles. 

Thut attractive but ancient issue, the one 
mill school tax, uppeared upou the scene 
this week through u bill taken from the 
li'os by Mr. Newton of Everett. It is of 
course, tiie bill thut was referred to this 
general court by lust year’s legislature. 
The writer hus said so much ubout it in 
former years thut there was little to bo 
added ul tiie present time. If tiie influence 
of the State Bourd of Education can do it, 
it will be made a law this year, but against 
that iullueuce will naturally be pitted the 
opposition of the city of Boston, of towns 
like Milton uud Brookline, and of cities 
like Newton. If tiie new tax commission- 
er, Hon. William D. T. Trefry, takes the 
same view of this question as did his pre- 
decessor, Hon. Charles Eudicott, he will 
oppose the bill ulso. hut tiie fact that the 
recent street railway law is still unrepealed 
is an argument for the mill tux. If money 
received in taxation by the state cun tie 
divided upon tiie basis of street railway 
mileage, why not upon tiie basis of sellout 
attendance? The Newton answer, of 
course, is thut it is not fair, und that is u 
good answer. 

Mr. Langford will soon be busy in hear- 
ings by the water supply committee, one of 
which will be upou Brookliue’s petition 
for the right to take more water from 
Charles river. There uro big bills coming 
in from Springfield uud from Stouehum, 
and upou the latter measure Mr. Luugf ud 
will need to bring to bear ull tiie remurk- 
able powers of analysis which he possesses, 
for iSLonehum is in a bad sciape, largely 
owing to tiie fact that it is in tiie bunds of 
a private water company with au insutll- 
cieut supply of wuter. 

Mr. Chad wick, meauwhlle, may get ready 
for u good deal of trouble in the committee 
on cities. Two of tho measures have 
shown interest alr-udy before thut body, 
being propositions that olios may pension 
policemen and firemen, and ttiat they may 
have death benefit und retirement funds for 
employees. Thu comiuiltue also has the 
governor’s recommendation that it refused 
in future to puss so many measures rolutiug 
to the municipal governments. Mann.

McKinley Prosperity. 

To the Kditor of the Graphic:— 

We have heard a good deal of McKinley 
prosperity, and 1 have been making some 
efforts to discover where it exists, and what 
it consists in. The recent revelations in 
regard to the Standaid Oil Bank in New 
York city, seem to show that that bank lius 
bad it in tho great favoritism shown tiie 
bank, on account of political contributions 
from the stockholders. Merry Heath’s 
bank has also had it for the same reasons. 
Tiie Standard Oil monopoly, which has 
marked up the price of kerosene several 
cents a gallon, which means an addition to 
their income of many millions a year, seem 
also to have found a share of this prosperi- 
ty. Tiie trusts that have been formed uml 
have been able to unload their watered 
stock, have also found this prosperity. 
Tiie Iron and Steel trust and the other 
trusts which are able to mark up their 
prices by from 3<) to 50 per cent., have also 
found tli is remarkable prosperity. 

There are also many schemes for bring- 
ing this same prosperity to other combina- 
tions, such as tiie combination of ship own- 
ers that are behind this Hanna ship sub- 
sidy scheme and the interested parties who 
are behind tiie Nicaraugua ship canal 
scheme, and ull the other grabs that are 
now active in Washington. We are told 
that manufacturers are very prosperous, 
hut do they not owe this prosperity mainly 
to the fact that by reason of the Diugley 
hill they are able to shut out foreign com- 
petition and so compel tiie people to pay 
more for what they have to sell. 

The interesting question still remains, 
whether tiie people as a whole have uny 
share in this McKinley prosperity. The 
mill employes, we a e told, are having 
their wages raised. But it is figured that 
tills increase has in no case averaged over 
10 per cent. Brudstreet’s figures are that in 
tho past three years tiie prices of all com- 
modities, except wheat, have increased 30 
per cent., and as mill hands are able to save 
little or nothing they are really worse oft 
than they were three years ago, except 
that possibly they have more work. But 
take the professional classes, the ofticiul 
class, the clerical class in tiie wholesale 
and retail trades, which comprise a large 
part of our population, their incomes re- 
main the same while they pay 30 per cent, 
more for all they buy. McKinley prosperi- 
ty does not seem to have struck them. 
Then all these industrial combinations 
have thrown thousands of salesmen and 
working men out of work, and they are not 
feeling any great prosperity. 

Tiie great agricultural class engaged in 
the raising of wheat, are not feeling this 
alleged prosperity, for the price of wheat is 
down to Hie low prices of three years ugo. 

The great majority of people do not seem 
to be prepared to meet the greatly increased 
prices, and tiie higher cost of living, and 
tiie result must be that they will have to 
buy less, and so the consumption will de- 
crease, or else wages uml salaries must in- 
crease to correspond. There is little pros 
pect of this ami the recent collapse in spec- 
ulation tore-shadows that there can not be 
uuy such advance. Consequently it be- 
comes an interesting question how long 
these high prices can be maintained. Is 
this much vaunted McKinley prosperity a 
real prosperity that affects ull classes, or is 
it only a politicians’ prosperity that affects 
only the capitalists uud those able to secure 
subsidies uml favors from tiie government, 
louding to u great increase in taxes on tiie 
purt of Hie people? lNquiHEH. 


“An Ounce of Prevention, etc/’ 

This week the bourd of health hus had 
printed uud distributed throughout the city 
a circular on “Diphtheria.” From this it 
should not be infered that there is au 
upidcmio or thut tiie number of diphtheria 
putients is becoming unusually large, us 
such is not tiie case. The circular can be 
read, understood und may prove of much 
value ill every household. It tells all Hie 
symptoms of tiie disease, how a patient 
should he treated before tiie arrival of a 
physician, how u sick room should he kept 
uud how the possible spread or contusion 
may be prevented. The use of dlsiufeu 
tains is lucidly expluiued uud tiie value of 
antitoxin in Immunizing doses is recom- 
mended. Tiie circular should not he 
thrown aside but it should be carefully 
perused, it is not intended to frighten any- 
one, but it is calculated to give valucable 
information. It shows the board of health 
is wise und appreciates the old maxim — 
"An ounce of prevention is worth u pound 
ol cure."

POOH POSTAL SERVICE. 


Constant oomplaint Is being made of the 
poor postal service in Wards One and 
Seven, owing to the lack of carriers. There 
has been no increase in the last half dozen 
years, notwithstanding the growth of this 
section, and it often happens that parts of 
the district have only one delivery a dav, 
owing to the length of the routes and the 
amount of time it takes for the morning 
delivery. The first of the month is the 
worst time, owing to the habit people have 
of sending out bills at that date, and this 
month some of the carriers were seven 
hours making their first deliver}'. They 
are uot allowed to work over eight hours a 
day, though they would rather do this than 
endure the many complaints from the peo- 
ple on their route. The carriers have all 
long routes, the district taking in a part of 
Watertown also, and the size of their loads 
when they start out shows the necessity of 
more carriers. The Newton district is the 
largest in the city, of course, and the re- 
ceipts of the Newton office are more than 
double that of any other office, as the popu- 
lation served is more than double that of 
any other office in the city. 

It may be odious to make comparisons, 
but the number of carriers at Newton Cen- 
tre has been increased several times within 
the last six years, until now that cilice 1 ms 
six carriers to Newton’s seveu, although 
they have less than half the number of 
people to serve, and the receipts of that 
office are probably less than lmif those of 
the Newton cilice. The routes here are as 
long as those in Newton Centre, but that 
office is naturally well taken care of, being 
the home of the postmaster. 

Postmuster Ellis has been appealed to 
many times to remedy the poor service in 
Newton, and probably has nmdeuneirort 
to do so, but so fur nothing has been done 
and no new carrier has been appointed. 
.Such things probably come within the de- 
partment of Assistant Postmaster General 
Heath, who is so busy with liis duties on 
the Republican campaign committee, and 
with his bank in New York, that he has no 
time to attend to the regular duties of his 
office. Something evidently is the matter 
or things would not be neglected as they 
are at present. 

There are many things about the postal 
service in Newton that might be improved,

til recently supposed to have convictions of 
his own and to stand up for them.

J. IL Leeson. who 
was spokesmen for the stateat the meeting 
is reported to have said that present ap- 
pearances were that the road would not 
be leased, that the state had the prevailing 
interest, in the matter, and he “was in- 
clined to think this interest would be 
sutficient to stand in the way of the pro- 
ject. '• The meeting voted to ask the Gov- 
ernor and council to advise the board how 
the stock held by the state shall be voted. 
Commendations of the course taken by the 
state directors are heard upon every hand. 
It is declared that the commonwealth is 
exceedingly fortunate in having men with 
the faithfulness and calibre of Messrs. 
Leeson Plunkett and Renfrew in charge of 
affairs. through a crisis of such importance. 


The meeting at Fnneuil Ilall, Wednesday 
evening, to express sympathy for the Boers 
was in accordance with the traditions of 
that cradle of libeity. The ueople evident- 
ly still hold to ancient traditions. Senator 
Hoar sent a characteristic letter, in which 
he expressed his regrets that he could not 
“meet the men who are to express their 
sympathy with the gallant people -a repub- 
lic of 1.000,000 against an empire of 400,000,- 
ooo— who are making the best fight since 
Thermopylae for a cause as holy as that for 
which Leonidus and his Spartans gave 
their lives." It is said to be the first time 
in our history that our government was not 
in full sympathy witli a people lighting for 
their freedom. The Boers may not win in 
the end but they are earning the admira- 
tion of the world for their gallant light 
against such heavy odds.

The popularity of Edward Marshall as a 
newspaper correspondent, his prominence 
in journalistic work and his valor and 
bravery displayed during the war with 
Spain, won for him a most enthusiastic re- 
ception at the hands of Newton citizens 
last Wednesday evening.

Mr. Marshall proved to be a most inter- 
esting spenker. Although he remained 
seated during most of his discourse, Iris re- 
marks did uot lack force ami held the 
closest attention of the audience through- 
out. 

Beginning witli the planting of the first 
American Hag on Cuban soil, Mr. Marshall 
described t ho campaigns of the Rough 
Riders and the 71st New York regiment. 
He told of tlie bravery displayed by these 
men and how manfully they conducted 
themselves during the hottest engagements. 

The deaths of Cant. Capron and Hamil- 
ton Fish lie referred to with much feeling. 
Marshall spoke of his own injuries

But otherwise how little ap- 
propriateness there Is in representing 
us by an nuimal which most English- 
men have only seen In the degrading 
captivity of n menagerie, which lias 
never within liistoricai times inhabited 
their islands nnd about which they 
know almost nothing. 

Considering nlso the chronlenlly de- 
pressed state of Britisli agriculture, it 
seems an ironical thing that the Brit- 
ish nation should be typified by n farm- 
er. If lie were n manufacturer or a 
merchant or a seaman, there would be 
some appropriateness, but the stout 
eighteenth century John Bull with 
whom we are so familiar from allusion 
and picture is a being quite unknown 
to us in tlie flesh. He is Just a good ex- 
ample of tlie time honored, inaccurate, 
conventional type. All vigor nnd sug- 
gestlveness have long departed from 
the figure. But we are too indolent to 
replace him.— London Globe.

XVnltlttK to Hi* Union. 

The wasp Is not a vegetarian, like the 
bee. and so the wnsp mother lias lie- 
fore her the problem of supporting her 
young with meat. As her eggs are laid 
out in hot went her nnd as food enough 
must bo stored in the cell with the egg 
to mature the young Insects, the ques- 
tion is how to preserve the meat fresh 
for so long a time. 

After a tube is finished except one 
end. which Is left open, she tiles off on 
a limit for spiders. She finds a fnt, 
healthy one. pounces upon It. stings It, 
carries It olT nnd places it in the mud 
cell. She repents this process until 
she has placed as many spiders In tlie 
tube as. according to her Judgment, 
xvlll be needed. She then lays an egg 
in tlie cell nml walls up the opening. 

Whether It Is tlie result of a subtle 
poison or whether It Is n special spot 
In the spider's nervous system where 
the sting |s Inserted we do not know, 
but certain it Is Hint after being thus 
stung the spider lives on in n paralyzed 
condition for weeks nnd even months. 
It can move only slightly and remains 
helpless in Its mud sepulcher until the 
wnsp egg hatches into n voracious 
grub, which nt once falls to and cats 
with great relish tlie meat thus miracu- 
lously preserved. 

Whether the spider can feel pain in 
tliis pn roly zed state Is nut known, but 
it certainly retains its sight nnd so 
watches the wnsp grub growing, and 
a spider’s natural fear of a xvasp xvotild 
cause ample suffering to atone for Its 
own onslaught on flies.

DR. SHINN HONORED. 


Illf* 25TII AMtVIVKRSARY IS OBSERVED IN 
NKWTON — RISIIOP LAWRENCE TELLS OF 
THE RECTOR'S GOOD WORK — PURSE OF 
OOLD AND A WATCH OIVF.N BV HIS 
PEOPLE. 


•Surrounded by many faithful friends, 
members of his congregation and brother 
ministers, both of his own and other de- 
nominations, the Rev. George Wolfe Shinn, 
D D , for 25 years rector of Grace Episco- 
pal church of this city, yesterday celebrat- 
ed tlie anniversary. 

The exercises, which commenced at 11 
o’clock, were held in the main auditorium 
of the church and were attended by several 
hundred persons from all parts of Newton 
and elsewhere. 

The church w as handsomely .decorated 
throughout with Christmas green, as was 
also the chance). Floral decorations of 
pinks, roses and lilies were arranged on the 
altar. 

Among the prominent clergymen ipresent 
were Bishop Lawrence, the Rev. William 

R. Huntington, D. I) , of New York. Arch- 
bishop Van Buren of Lynn, the Revs. F. 

S. Harridan of Hanover, James Eames of 
Somerville, \Y . C. Wilson of Spriughill 
Mines, N. S, H U. Monroe of Newton 
Lower Falls, M. H. Wellman of Needham,

Bishop Iotwrence said a few words pre- 
vious to the sermon. 

I need not, said he, tell yon— for yon 
know by yonr own experience— what Dr. 
Shinn has been to this parish, to the com- 
munity, to the whole city. A man who has 
baptized the children, not only of those 
whom he married, but whose parents he 
baptized, has entered into the hearts, as 
well as the h omes of the people. His work 
iu hospitals, in the school, in all social and 
philanthropic work, is known to you. 

Not only interested in the development of 
his own parish, bnt even sacrificing some 
strength of his own to the founding of 
other parishes, he is as well known to you 
as he is to us, the clergy. Each diocese has 
its own character, and it is dependent for 
that character on the men and women who 
make it up. It would be very fortunate for 
a diocese if it, so to speak, should supply 
its own ministry. It is well that a certain 
fraction of them should come from without 
the state, thus brineing into the state new 
thought uml uew life. 

At the same time, no diocese is conserva- 
tive or sate that does not have a certain 
proportion of its ministers remain w ithin 
the borders of the state year in and year 
out, thus getting the sympathy and the 
confidence of the laity born in the state 
aud representing the traditions of the com- 
munity. 

Dr. Shinn came to this diocese 25 years 
ago, and although lie was born w ithout, be 
came in here w ith a docility of mind aud 
an elasticity of spirit, and at the same time 
with such strong convictions, that he soon 
came into touch with the community in 
which ho was to live. At the same time 
he brought to the diocese certain elements 
of churchmans ip and pulley which en- 
riched tlie people, unt only iu the parish 
here, but in the whole diocese, so that now. 
after these 25 years, it may be honestly said 
that he has had an efficient part in tlie tem- 
per of the diocese and in its administra- 
tion. 

The Rev. William R Huntington, D. D., 
rector of Grace church. New York, w ho 
preached the anniversary sermou, said in 
part : 

When I p readied in this chur.-h on St. 
I’aul's day. 25 Yeats ag >, I chose f >r u sub- 
ject “The Nature *-f the Christian Minis- 
try,” and for a text certain words of that 
apostle iu his lir-t letter to the Corinthians : 
“Let a man ><» account ot us us of the min- 
isters of Christ and stewards of the m\s- 
teries of God ' Euteriugthis pulpit agaiu, 
after the lap>e of the better part of a gen- 
eration. 1 take for my subject “FiJelity to 
the Christ:. iu Ministry,” and for my text 
those words by tlie same apostle iii his 
second letter to t h- Corinthians “ There- 
fore, seeing we have this ministry as we 
have received mercy, we faint not ”

But it 
will scarcely be deuied that on the siucere 
and earnest minded among tlie clergy sach 
anxieties w eigh, for theirs is a great re*pou- 
sibility.

ELECTION OF ASSESSORS, OVERSEERS OF 

THE POOR, CITY ENGINEER AND Al. HER- 
MAN FROM WARD SEVEN— MUCH OTHER 

BUSINESS HONE -THE SINGER TAX DIS- 
CUSSED. 

The board of aldermen met Monday 
night, with all present but Alderman 
Hutchinson. The mayor sent in his list of 
nominations for assessors, with Samuel M. 
Jackson ns principal assessor, and the fol- 
lowing assistant assessors: Ward 1. Thos. 
C. Parks; Ward 2, Albert A. Savage; Ward 
3, Willard P. Plimpton; Ward 4, Bernard 
Early; Ward Geo. May; Ward fi, Albert 
H, Roflfe; Ward 7, Edw. W. Cobb. The 
nominations were confirmed. 

For Overseers of the Poor, the following 
were nominated and elected: Ward 1, 
Reuben Korknall; Ward 2, John It. Turn- 
er; Ward 3, J. II. Nickerson ; Ward 4, Geo. 

E. Johnson; Ward 5, Frank J. Hale; Ward 
6, E. M. Fowle; Ward 7, Henry C. Daniels. 

The mayor sent in a communication 
nominating Irving T. Farnham as City En- 
gineer, in place of H. I). Woods, resigned. 
The nomination on motion of Aldermnn 
Dana was referred ton committee of seven, 
to be appointed by the chair. 

Ilownrd 8. Illltz was nominated and con- 
lirmed ns constable. 

An additional voting precinot in Ward 6 
w as recommended by the mayor, and a 
communication was sent in relative to the 
change in the bouudary line between New- 
ton and Brookline. 

PETITIONS. 

A street light was nsked for on Bowen 
street, and two or more on the Newton 
Centre playground. 

A petition for the appointment of Edw. 

F. Barnes and Benj. P. Sands as auction- 
eers, was received and licenses were voted 
to them, 

Alderman Brown reported from the com- 
mittee on rules, relative to Alderman 
Dana’s petition for the definition of what 
constitutes a regular meeting, the follow- 
ing ameudment to the rules and orders: 
Every adjourned sitting of the board of 
aldermen, not an adjourned special meet- 
ing, shall constitute a regular meeting and 
the order of business thereat shall be the 
same as in case of a regular meeting. To is 
went over under the rules to the next meet- 
ing. 

Alderman Weeks moved that the petition 
from citizens of Newtonville to have the 
snow ordinance revoked, be taken from 
the table und acted upon. He thought the 
ordinance should stand as it was. The 
motion was carried. 


The special committee on the mayor’s ad- 
dress, reported referring certain matters to 
the proper committees. The oommittee of 
finance recommended S3000 for special 
sewer house connections. The committee 
on legislation recommended that the peti- 
tioners for local option in regard to the 
Single Tax be given leave to withdraw, 

ORDERS. 

Alderman Lothrop presented an order 
authorizing the mayor to pay John Armit- 
age a sum not exceeding $KXK>, and moved 
that the same be referred to the committee 
on highways. 

An order was presented for the division 
of Ward Six into three precincts, and Al- 
derman Lowell explained that Chestnut 
Hill was a mile or a mile ami a half from 
Newtou Centre, and all the voting places 
were in Newton Centre. The business 
men of Chestnut Hill had to go directly 
opposite from Boston to cast their vote and 
the result was that not as many votes w ere 
cast from Chestnut Hill as there should be. i 
Every person in the latter place would be 
in favor of having a voting place in their 
section. All bills must be before the legis- 
lature before the :>lst of January, so that if 
anything was done it must be done at this 
meeting. The order was then adopted. 

The order for a change in the boundary 
between Brookliue and Newton was pre- 
sented, . and it was explaired that the 
change would be a very slight one. The 
mayor was then authorized to petition the 
legislature for this change. 

The city treasurer was authorized to re- 
fund excess on deposits of sewer house 
connections. 

An order was adopted to have the mayor 
appoiut minor offices, the same as the heads 
of departments. These will be fence view- 
ers, measurers of grain, wood and bark, 
sealer of weights and measures, measurers 
of upper leather, inspectors of milk, weigh- 
ers of hay, inspectors of pressed and bun- 
dled hay, weigher of ooal, surveyors of 
lumber, the same to serve during good be- 
havior. 

An order was passed appropriating $3000 
for special sewer house connections. A 
resolution was passed relative to the col- 
lection of taxes. 

The chair appointed the following com- 
mittee to consider the nomination of Mr. 
Farnham for city engineer: Aldermen 
Bristou, Lothrop, Weeks, Pond. Warren, 
Lowell, and Duna. 

ALDERMAN FROM WARD SEVEN. 

On motion of Alderman Weed the board 
proceeded to bullot for alderman from 
Ward Seven, to fill the vacancy caused by 
the death of Alderman Niles. Mr. Weed 
submitted the name of Walter Trowbridge, 
as a gentleman well known in Ward Seven, 
a member of one of the old Newton fami- 
lies, and who hud always lived in Newton 
He was u man of good education, und hud 
alwajs been interested in the affairs of the 
city.

The question 
was, whether the board of aldermen has 
authority to bring a petition of this kind 
before the Legislature This petition does 
not ask for some minor change, but it is lor 
a radical change in the fundamental theory 
by which we are governed. If the citizens 
desire a change they have an opportunity 
to go before the Legislature. 

The board of assessors is the only board 
that has authority to make and assess 
taxes. If the board of assessors should 
undertake to go to the Legislature and 
pledge the credit of the city to this petition 
1 would say for one that they exceeded 
their authority. 

Alderman Fitzpatrick— This matter does 
not seem to be quite clear, and I move that 
it be referred to the City Solicitor, for his 
opinion. Wo will then know whether or 
not we have the right as a board, to present 
suclt a petition to the legislature. Not long 
ago 1 attended a meeting of a prominent 
club in Boston, at which Mr. Si l tier was 
one of the speakers, and he deplored the 
assessment of taxes on personal property. 
Such dissatisfaction from a man like Mr. 
Miner, it seems to me, makes it evident that 
there is something wrong with our present 
system. It seems to me it would he well 
to have this laid over until we could have a 
better understanding of it. 

Alderman Weed— I, for one, would be 
highly in favor of getting all the informa- 
tion possible on the subject, und would 
second a motion of that kind. 

Alderman Fitzpatrick— I make a motion 
to that effect, Mr. Chairman. 

Alderman Baily - The motion is that the 
recommendation of the legislative commit- 
tee be laid upon the table. 

Alderman Fitzpatrick— I intended to em- 
body in niy statement of the motion that 
the report of the committee on legislature, 
be referred to the City Solicitor. 

Alderman Weed- 1 want to know 
whether the City Solicitor would advise us 
that we had power to consider such peti- 
tion; that is, whether we are acting merely 
as a board, or whether we are ucting for 
the city. 

Alderman Daua— I accept that amend- 
ment. 

Alderman Warren— Possibly the alder- 
man from Ward 7 might be getting his mo- 
tion ready while we are taking a recess. 

A recess was then taken, and the board 
called to order again at 9.25 o’clock. 

Alderman Weed then read his motion as 
follows: Moved that the matter be laid 
over until next meeting, and that mean- 
time the City Solicitor give his opinion as 
to whether it is within the power of the 
city government to present such a petition. 
This action was then adopted 

An order was presented authorizing the 
mayor to petition the general court for an 
act providing for the abolition of all the 
grade crossings in the city of Newton, in- 
cluding those on the line of the Circuit 
branch and the Lower Falls branch of the 
Boston & Albany railroad, and upon the 
Hue of the N. Y„ N. H. dc II. R. R. 

The petition in regard to the snow ordi- 
nance was then taken from the table and 
both Alderman Lothrop and Alderman 
Stickney said all with whom they had 
talked were in favor of having the ordi- 
nance remain as it is in Ward Two, and 
therefore the petitioners were given leave 
to withdraw. 

There beiug no other business the board 
adjourned at 9.30 d. in.

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More McKinley Prosperity. 

To the Editor of the Graphic:— 

Since writing you last week I have had 
tny attention called to another instance of 
McKinley prosperity, which is surely 
worthy of attention, as it is only fair to 
give the credit that is due. This is the 
case of the Nail Trust which is explained 
by ex- Congressman John De Witt Warner. 
This trust was formed at the beginning of 
last year, with a capitalization of 890,000,- 
000, and embraces 20 mills and other prop- 
erty having an actual value of 820,000,000. 
The president of the trust claims that it 
has a monopoly of the wire, wire rod and 
wire nail product of the country. 

Prior to the organization of the trust 
wire nails were selling for 81.S0a keg, and 
before that had been selling for §1.00 
They are now quoted at 83 50 a keg, an 
advance of 130 per cent. The retail prices 
are of course much higher. Meantime the 
trust is doing a large export business, ami 
Mr. Warner says that the trust exports 
thesi nails and sells them to Europeans lor 
82 14 a keg, und in the past year it has ex- 
ported about 70,000,000 pounds. It is prob- 
ably making a good profit on its foreign 
trade and is meanwhile charging its home 
putrons 40 per cent more than its foreign 
customers. 

Meanwhile tiie trust is protected by a 
h gh tariff iu that remarkable Dingley 
bill, and we bear of no move to take away 
this protection by reason of the trusts ex- 
tol lunate demand# on the American people. 
Tuere is u commission at Washington 
which lias been sitting for months to in- 
vestigate methods for controlling the 
trusts, and which is said to be going to 
report some iiiiiouuou-> measure to delude 
the people, but one would naturallj think 
that tile first thing thought of Would be to 
lake away the speuial privileges accorded 
to them by the government.

newton asked to try the Single Tax. 

“I can only say that I am heartily iu 
favor of seeing the single tax theory put 
in practice and tried somewhere. It might 
as well be in Newtou as anywhere,” 

So wrote E. B. Haskell, and his letter 
was read at the hearing before the legisla- 
tive committee of the board of aldermen 
last Friday night. 

The question before the committee was 
not one of single tax, but local option. This 
is the single tax program. 

They plan first to secure local option as 
the entering wedge. Then they plan to 
get the people, exercising their option, to 
chauce the single tax. 

Next to Mr. Haskell’s the most inter- 
esting letter read at the hearing came 
from Hon. C. S. Ilamlin. He wrote:— 
“While I ultimately believe that the 
system of taxation in the vurious cities and 
towns of this Commonwealth should be 
uniform, yet there are so many changes in 
the present law which seem to me desirable 
that I cannot resist the temptation to 
favor a temporary system of local option in 
municiual taxation and am confident that 
from the experience derived from suoh lo- 
cal option we can easily evolve u fair, just 
system of taxutiou which can be made uni- 
form throughout the Commonwealth. 

•‘As to levying taxes for municipal pur- 
poses upon the value of land or upon real 
estate only, I should like very much to see 
it put in practice, if ouly temporarily. To 
this extent I thoroughly sympathize with 
you in your efforts.” 

The hearing came on the petition of the 
Newton single tax club urging the board 
to present a petition to the genera) court 
asking for the passage of an act to enable 
every city and town to exercise local op- 
tion iu tiie assessment of tuxes for local 
purposes. 

This petition is similar to that of tiie 
Mass. Single Tux League, introduced with 
accompanying bill, at the Stute House by 
Rep. Langford. 

0. B. Filiebrown opened for the petition- 
ers with u statement prepared by the com- 
mittee. He said: “Although this petition 
emanates from u Single Tux suurce, it is 
not a single tax petition. The arguments 
which we desire brietiy to bring to your at- 
tention are those which favor the approach 
by easy, successive, experimental stages 
to a reform universally desired, but now 
pretty generally recognized as unattainable 
by any single stride in legislation. 

“A state commission, in 1897, at great puins 
and expense, submitted plans and speci- 
fications fora reformed system of taxation. 
The committee on taxation of the next 
legislature, that of 1898, to whom these 
plans were referred, made a clean sweep 
of the entire scheme, and guve not so much 
as a hint of a substitute, thus bringing tax 
reform, at the end of two years, once more 
to a standstill upon the old system. 

“In order to determine what are really 
the best methods of taxation, i; seems to 
be absolutely necessury that some pructicul 
experiments should be made. 

“Sucli experiments, when made through 
an entire state, at the same time, are very 
expensive, and are often dangerous. But 
tiie very sums experiments might be made 
in a single town or city, wi.h very small 
lo>s, if they were erroneous, und yet with 
very great benefit, if they were founded 
upon sound principles. 

“The principle of local option is one that 
bus grown steadily and rapidly. 

"It is not the amount of tuxes that makes 
them a burden, but their inequality, fall- 
ing as they do now. largely upon those 
least able to pa). We, who favor the con- 
centration of all taxes upou ground rent, 
believe that just taxation is simply payment 
for public services rendered for every $1 
paid iu taxes with exemption from ull 
oilier taxes whatsoever. Iu other words 
that the Single Tax would take less than 
Mie-half the annual rental value ot the 
laud ground rent, a value which is main- 
tained only by the public expenditure mid 
good government. 

The following are among the many ex- 
periments which would be made possible 
by local option, l -increased assessment 
oo laud ; 2 -annual mark-down of build- 
ings: 3 increased rale oil land values ; 4 - 
reduced rate on buildings; 5 - exemption of 
j new industries; 0— exemption of new 
| buildings; 7— exemption ot homes; 8-ex- 
i e.uiptiou of personal property; 9 -taxation 
id teal estate only; Id-taxation ol land 
j values ouly.” 

Among the other speakers at the heating 
were Arthur t’urroll, G. N. .Smith, Rev . Mr. 
i Bond. G. B. Blake and Ira Copeland, tor 
tnuuy years one of the assessots of lirock- 
| ton. All Hie speakers enthusiastically 
I fuvored the single lux. und each advanced 
strong arguments iu its favor. 

At l tie conclusion of the speaking, tiie 
comiuitee went into executive session, and 
will rep o t to the aldermen later.

[Special Legislative Correspondence.] 

Boston, .Ian. 21. 

One Newton man goes .Into the crucible 
juBt about the time that another gets nut of 
the Are. To complete the simile, it should 
he remarked that Commissioner Wood of 
the board of agriculture and the gypsy 
moth committee is still in the frying pan. 
Commissioner Bishop of the railroad board 
has hopped out of the lire, while Newton’s 
street commissioner . Mr Ross, who is also 
on the statu highway commission, Is about 
to be subjected to a crucible test. 

As to the railroad board, It will have to 
be confessed that Mr. Dishop and his asso- 
ciates, sitting jointly with the harbor and 
land commission, have achieved a great 
feat In that report on the Fairhaven bridge 
grade separation question. To put it in 
short, New Bedford was determined that 
her million dollar bridge should not cross 
the New Haven tracks at grade. The New 
Ilaven It. It. was determined not to pay 
(15 per cent, of the expense of the grade 
separation ; the Bristol County commission- 
ers wore determined that the crossing 
should bo at grade, beoause the county 
could afford to pa> no more on account of 
the bridge, and they felt the city of New 
Bedford hail reached its limit of expense; 
the people of Fall Diver and Taunton 
backed up the county commissioners ; the 
people of Plymouth County were of the 
same opinion, as they did not care to pay 
anything further; the town of Fairhaven 
was Indifferent; the Union Street Railway, 
which crosses tire bridge, sought to evade 
responsibility and expense; while tire Com- 
monwealth, represented by tire legislature, 
was itself iu a quandary as to all these con- 
ditions. The commission has reported in 
favor of a crossing above grade; it has 
favored taking the work out of the hands 
of the county commissioners and commit- 
ting it to the city of New Bedford as the 
main interested party; it lias cut the G5 per 
cent, ordinarily paid by the railroad, in 
two, and recommends an assessment of 
only one half of the sum upon the New 
Ilaven road; it has cut the Common wealth’s 
usual 25 per cent, in halves in a like man- 
ner; it has assessed nothing upon Bristol 
County nor upon Plymouth County ; it lias 
suggested that a small proportion be paid 
by the town of Fairhaven and by the street 
railway company: and has reduced the 50 
percent. New Bedford was willing to pay 
to 40 per cent. Regardless of local criti- 
cisms upon this report, it must bo consid- 
ered a triumph, and if it is not enacted in- 
to law everybody will be surprised. 

But Mr. Ross and his associates upon the 
highway commission have evidently got to 
take it. Mr. Esleeek of Holyoke, who is 
one of the brainiest ot the new men of the 
year, a manufacturer and capitalist, lias 
been placed upon the committee on public 
service. Mr. Esleeek is one of tha^large 
class who believes that it is possible to find 
a cheaper way of building state roads than 
the policy now pursued by the highway 
commission. This class of men, usually, 
is represented by road engineers, who be- 
lieve iu one system or another winch differs 
from the usual course adopted *by the 
board. The board itself, it should be said, 
lias on many occasions varied from its 
general policy in building a highway be- 
cause of local conditions: it will very likely 
bo found that Mr. Esleeek lias come to look 
upon this question in the way he does, be- 
cause of the advice of some road engineer. 
He believes that county commissioners can 
build state highways much cheaper than 
they are being built by the commission. 
Whether he is right or not the hearings to 
be held will doubtless show. Meanwhile, 
it is useless to overlook the fact that the 
wheelmen are practically unanimous iu 
backing up the present methods, and that 
four out of tile live members of the general 
court, from motives which need not be dis- 
cussed hero, buck up the wheelmen. It is 
a condition and not a theory which con- 
fronts the highway board, and much as 
they would like to build a Raman road 
from Boston to the New York state line, 
they li ml that the larger number of people 
are best pleased by a policy of building a 
mile of road here and there throughout the 
state, adding another mile the following 
year, etc. ; therefore, one wonders wheth r 
anything will really come of the governor’s 
recommendation or Mr. Esleeuk’s elfoivs 
after all. It is a great responsibility which 
rests upon the members of this board iu 
expending so large a sum as half a million 
annually tor roads lure and there. The re- 
sponsibility would be greater still were the 
commission cut dow n to one member as has 
been proposed. 

I understand that quite a little legislation 
of interest to Newton is coming this week. 
Mr. Langford, on Friday, by the way, put 
in his bill foi direct vote for representa 
tives to the general court and city officers 
in the caucuses of Newton, and suggested 
thut other eities could adopt the measure. 
Mr. Langford tells me that he discovered 
through the discussions of last year that a 
bill oi tiie character he then introduced 
never could pass, for the reason that iu 
many cities, Lynn and Lowell are in- 
stances, the winds are attached to small 
towns, ami under such an arrangement the 
vote of the city and of the district would 
usuully overbalance thut of the towns: but 
he believes that liis present bill w ill lit the 
situation in Newton, where the Boston cau- 
cus uet has been accepted, and many other 
places similarly circumstanced. 

On Monday, Mr. Langtord put in a peti- 
tion of Mr. Fiilebrown of your city ami 
the Massachusetts Single Tux League for 
legislation, authorizing cities and towns to 
provide that all other taxes other tlian 
state und count} taxes, may be assessed up- 
on the vulue of the lund only, or upon real 
estate only, or upon personal property. 
Doubtless the committee on taxation will 
have an opportunity to heur a great deal 
upon the single tux us a result of this peti- 
tion. 

It is understood that New ton is likely to 
petition by her city council for uu act to 
provide for the elimination of the grade 
crossings of the southern side of the city, 
which of course means the crossings upon 
the New ton Circuit line, so as to make 
separated grades the rule all over the city. 
It is felt that now is the time to secure this 
legislat ieu before it becomes necessary for 
the city to deal with a foreign corporation 
in control of the Button & Albany road. 

Metropolitan park appropriations are 
likely to be few tills year, us the writer 1ms 
ahead} stated, but there are indications 
that the park commission, or somebody for 
them, will put in u tdll providing foruu ap- 
propriation of suy, $75,ooo for tuking lund 

lying between the upper reaches of the 
Chuiles river and Mother brook iu Ded- 
iiuni. Tiie object of this will be not only 
to protect the nunks of the Charles, us has 
been already done from Cambridge to this 
point, but ulso lias iu some respects u 
health measure, us the bill is likely to pro- 
vide some plan of lixing the levels ol the 
C limits river for several miles ulong its 
course in order to prevent malaria and 
other uupleusuiit consequences. It is 
understood that the purk board is already 
in oonsultutlon with owners of mill pro- 
perty in the vicinity of Wulthum upon this 
subject. 

Mr. Chadwick hus been faithful y at 
work trying to secure a heuring in the new 
committee on cities. His laudable purpose 
was thwarted several times last week, and 
oil Monday tiie luiliul proceedings of the 
cities committee indicated thut lie would 
be tliwurted again, but linully hearings 
were secured oil several matters. The 
cause of the difficulty, it wus tiuully dis- 
covered, w us thut Mr. Wetherell. the new 
clerk of the committee, hud u t found out 
thut besides advertising hearings iu the 
newspapers it is geneiully of vulue to noti- 
fy tiie promoters of the bills und petitions, 
in order to gel witnesses before the com- 
mittee.

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CONGRESSMAN SPRAGUE WILE 
RETIRE. 


Congressman Sprague has written a 
letter to Mr. R. II. Gardiner, chairman of 
the congressional committee of this dis- 
trict, expressing his purpose to retire at 
the end of his present term. This lias given 
rise to a good deal of discussion in the 
Boston papers as to his successor, and a 
large number of gentlemen in the district 
are more or less prominently mentioned. 

Of all these thelfour who may be seriously 
considered are Mr. Samuel L. Towers of 
this city, ex-Senator Cook of Milford, Mr. 
Fred Williams of Brookline and ex-Mayor 
Curtis of Boston. The locality argument 
will probably bar out Mr. Williams, and 
also Mr. Cook, as Milford could hardly 
make much of a claim after having had 
Gen Draper so recently. 

This leaves Mr. Powers aad Mr. Curtis, 
but it is not believed that the latter is 
really a candidate this year. Mr. Powers 
is very highly endorsed by the Boston 
papers, and it is many years since Newton 
has had the oflice, although it is the most 
important city in the district, and on its 
vote depends a large share of the Repub- 
lican majority of the district. 

It has often been said by the party lead- 
ers in the district that if Newton would 
only unite in favor of one candidate, they 
would favor his nomination, and as far as 
can be learned the vote of Newton will be 
unanimous for Mr. Powers, as there is no 
other Newton candidate in the field, as far 
as appears at present. Interviews with the 
prominent Republicans in all parts of New- 
ton bring only cordiul words for Mr. 
Powers, who is assured of their cordial 
support in the event of his being a candi- 
date. 


There nitty be a hint to civil service re- 
formers in this case of Senator Clark of 
Montana. The believers in reform have 
been at work so far possibly at the wrong 
end, and this may explain the lack of suc- 
cess. Rut Senator Clark bus punted out u 
way by which men can be elected to oflice 
who will be absolutely independent of the 
bosses, will have no claims for campaign 
contributions to meet bj legislative jobs, 
and who can afford to be honest and give 
their best service to their country indepen- 
dent of all considerations of what are now 
excused under the name of practical poll- j 
tics. The way is to nominate for oflice 
only such m-ti us van pay ull their cam- 
paign expenses out of their own pockets, 
un i to whom the honor w ill lie sutlicb-nt re- l 
tarn for the expenditure. We pretend to 
be shocked at the direct payment of m uey 
far votes, but i* it ready a- corrupting a» to j 
pay for such tilings uy the conferring of ' 
offices, by the giving out of fat contracts, j 
or government subsidies? In the one case j 
only tin.*' briber and the bribee me con ; 
earned, and in tin? other the whole govern- 
ment is tainted witli corruption, and the , 
people have to pay the bills, while the i 
bosses and other favored ones glow rich at ! 
the public i xpetise. Of course such u te. 
form would result itt having only very rich 
men in < Hire, but look at the national 
senate today, which is called u millionaire},’ | 
cl ib, mid most of the millionaires differ I 
from Senator Cluik only in that instead of ; 
paying for their elect ion out of their own I 
p cket they have made the government - 
pay, by appointing mote or less unfit men 
to otli ;e, and in other way-. We have out- , 
grown a good many prejudices in the last; 
few moiitlj -, such as tile Constitution and 
tiie I)hi iarutioii of Independence, and such 
tiling', and is it not time to go u step fur- 
ther and took at things in a practical way 
if we * re not shocked by the* methods 
used by Senator Hanna in getting elected 
to the Senate why should w e be shocked 
by tiie methods of Senator (Mark '.’ 


The past history of Congress shows that 
all soils ol jobs slip through in tiie closing 
session belore u presidential election, but 
the number of jobs that are now sought to 
be fastened on tiie country are rather ap- 
palling. There is no Speaker Reed to de- 
feat them and people interested in llepttb- 
lioai success are anxiously usking what the 
leader^ are thinking ol, to run such a risk 
of ahenuliug voles. There is Hie N icaruguu 
canal job, by which it is sought to rush 
through Congress un appropriation of £150,- 
000 , 000 , before a commission appointed by 
the lust Congress to investigate this and 
other routes has lmd time to report. Then 
there is Mr. Hanna’s ship subsidy bill, 
which plans to give several millions to cer- 
tain ship owners, and corporations, by 
which they will be abb- to form a trust, us 
soon us tiie bill passes. Rebind the canal 
bill uie said to be a buukt upl company of 
politicians, who will proiit by it, utid be- 
hind the shipping bill ure some millionaire 
corporations. These ure only samples of 
tiie schemes, and their extent uud the way 
they ure said to be fuvored by the political 
leaders, appaUs the sober thought of the 


j country outside of Washington. Special 
: favors In the way of legislation for trusts

* generally, Htul it is n question whether it is 
safe to do more itt this way, at least until 
after the election Is over.

whether the appeal would meet with any 
success, but the circumstances were so 
aggravated and the case was mnde so pub- 
lic that tiie commissioners got their courage 
up and have rendered a decision against 
the watered monopoly, and reducing tho 
price of gas in that city to 80 cents a thous- 
and, on which there is said to be a good 
profit.

We have some curious specimens among 
our foreign consuls, and their ideas of di- 
plomacy as revealed in their speeches are 
of tiie paralyzing kind.

Some place will 
have to try the new remedy first, and tiie 
petition only is that the board ask tiie 
legislature to give Newton the right to 
apply local option to tiie matter and see if 
the people wish to make the experiment. 
The single taxers are confident that a trial 
of it in Newton would demonstrate its 
great superiority over present methods and 
would lead to its general adoption. The 
City Solicitor is to give his opinion at the 
next meeting of the board as to whether it 
is within the province of tiie board to au- 
thorize the mayor to take the action de- 
sired by the petitioners. 

Mayor Chapin of Holyoke, who is 
clmirmun of the committee on the repeal of 
the obnoxious street railway law of 189J, 
has sent out a circular letter to the cities 
and towns of the state, and after rehears- 
ing tiie previous acts of tiie committee and 
the able report of tiie commission appointed 
by Governor Wolcott, which recommended 
that tiie law be repealed and tiie renewal 
of t lie acts in force before this law was 
passed, the letter asks the various cities 
and towns in tiie state to see their senators 
and representatives and interest them in 
the repeal of the law. Tit is illustrates one 
of tiie advantages of having annual legisla- 
tive sessions, whereby, in order to keep 
themselves busy, the legislators pass luws 
so bad that all the influence of the people 
lias to be exerted to secure their repeal. 

The schools of Brookline have met with 
a great loss in the resignation of Superin- 
tendent S. T. Dutton, who goes to take 
charge of tiie teachers* college at Columbia 
Ui" et siry Mr. Dutton is one of the host 
known educators in the state, and has been 
otte of the ablest advocates of the new 
education in New England. He has put 
the new ideas in operation in the schools of 
Brookline, and has written and lectured ! 
extensively on the subject. The remark 
able success of the Brookline Education 
Society is due to Mr. Dutton, and ull 
through his administration in Brookline he 
lias labored for the promotion of co-opera- 
tion between the home and the school. His 
resignation will not take effect until next 
June. 

The Boston Post is still continuing 
its telephone war and orbits an interesting 
account of the situation in Sweden, where 
every one uses a telephone, and tiie rutes 
for Hie best service are only £21 a year, 
and for long distance talks something like 
2 *i cents between places as far apart as 
Boston and New York. Rut Sweden is 
carefully protected and lias no great tele- 
phone trust to put up prices, and also to 
persuade t’-e papers in its service to make j 
the remarkable plea that the more sub- 
scribers a company has tiie greater its 
pi irt< must be, on account of Hie cost of tiie 
service increasing out of all proportion to | 
tiie income. 


Tin big railroad deals that are an- 
notu i'<td from day to day have many ele- 
ments of surprise. Who would Jiuve 
thought that tiie state would ever get rid 
of its stock in the Fitchburg roud ut pur, 
but this promises to be tiie result of tiie 
negotiations to lease the road to tiie Boston 
iV Maine. if tiie Boston & Alban v is 
leased to tiie New York Ceutral.it will be 
some satisfaction to have oue railroad sys- 
tem that belongs to New England and

materially.
